Governors of Missouri and

The congressional delegation 
of Missouri, a state which has 
lost five seats in the House of 
Representatives since 1900, called 


for long-range planning to halt 
the exodus from farms and at- 


4 tract industry. 


Missouri has lagged behind 
the national average in popu- 
lation increases both for the 
decade 1940-1950 and for the 
more recent period 31950-1953. 
So did all contiguous states ex- 
cept Illinois, which matched 
the national increase for the 
past three years. 

Here is a population table 
which focuses attention on Mis- 
souri and eight surrounding 
states. It shows the national 
average for both periods, then 
lists the states in order of their 
standing among the 48 for 
1950-1953, as estimated by the 
Bureau of the Census. At right 
is the percentage of gain or

HINTS OF DEAL I

Secretary of War Indi- 
cates Paris Would 
Push World Recogni- 
tion of Communist 
Government in China. 


HANOI, Indochina, Feb. 27 
(UP)—French Secretary of War 
Pierre de Chevigne hinted today 
France would support world 
recognition of China if the Reds 
agree to end the Indochinese 
war. 

De Chevigne, here on a tour 
of inspection of the battlefronts, 
said France has no intention of 
abandoning the peoples of Indo- 
china to Communism. But, he 
added: 

“We cannot reject the chance 
of ending the conflict honorably 
and allow the Vietminh, sup- 
ported by China, to drag out 
the: war 10, 20 or 30 years while 
the French army exhausts 
itself.” 

He said he believed an agree- 
ment with the Peiping govern- 
ment “is not impossible” al- 
though it “may depend on the 
aims of the men in the Kremlin. 

‘We Can Help Red China.’ 

“We can help her (Red China) 
entry into the concert of nations 
and resume economic relations 
...” he said. “The whole prob- 
lem is to know what Russia 
wants exactly.” 

French sources said the phrase 
“eoncert of nations” is a French 
diplomatic term which can -be 
translated as ‘normal relations 
between nations.” 

Britain is the only one of the 
Big Three Western powers to 
have granted recognition to the 
government of Red China. The 
Western and Soviet foreign min- 
isters have invited China to the 
Far Eastern peace conference 
scheduled to open in Geneva

GERMANS WILL 


West of Rhine En- 
trusted to Workers at, 


U.S. Army Depot. 
MAINZ, Germany, Feb. 27 
(AP) German technicians will. 


work on ‘the United States 
Army’s new secret 280-mm,. 
atomic cannon in West Ger- 
many. 

The disclosure was made in a 
pamphlet prepared by the 
United States Army's multi- 
million dollar ordnance mainte-' 
nance plant near here. 


The pamphlet said that the 
depot’s artillery rebuild shop, 
under the supervision of Georg 
Schuster, a German, “performs 
depot maintenance on the new 
280-mm. gun. 
is required.” 


A top ranking Army officer 
was asked if that meant German 
technicians, under United States 
Army supervision, would make 
repairs on the guns. 


“That is correct,” he said. 

The depot, on the west bank 
of the Rhine river, is patrolled 
24 hours a day by armed guards 
and is flanked by tanks of the 
United States Second Armored 
Division, a quarter of a mile 
away. 

In the event of war, one of 
the division’s missions would be 
to defend the big installation 
against enemy . attack. 


atomic cannons in West Ger- 
many, Six arrived at Bremer- 
haven last October and the 
other six.in January. More are 
expected. 

It was not known whether 
the guns have been fired since 
taking up defense positions west 
of the Rhine, Germany's historic 
line of defense. e Army has 
announced that in practice only 
conventional shells will be fired. 

When the guns need major 
repairs, they can be sped here 
by rail and put back into condi- 
tion. 

The depot is staffed by 21 
United States Army Officers, 10 
American civilians and 46 en- 
listed men, and approximately 
1200 German employes. Col.

Feb. 27 
(INS)—About nine months from 
now the iron gates of Lewisburg 
(Pa.) federal penitentiary will 
open to free Alger Hiss, the 
slim, serious, graying convict 
who has become America’s most 
notorious prisoner, 


It was almost three years ago} rul 


that Hiss began serving a five- 
year term for lying about pass- 
ing Government secrets to a 
Communist spy ring. 
Through the intervening 
months Hiss has been aloof, re- 
tiring, “serving his own time,” 
as his fellow inmates say. But 
he also has been careful never 
to ask for a favor or special 
treatment, careful never to be- 


come embroiled in any prison 
“incident” that might mar his |

For 300 days after release he 
will be under supervision of pro- 
bation authorities. He will be 
restricted to a certain area and 
will be required to réport regu- 
larly. He' must lead a clean, 
honest, sober life, but beyond 
that there are few regulations,

One good bet is that he will 
write a book telling his version 
of the celebrated Hiss case. 


Underwent Tests. 

During his 30 days in “quar-'| 
antine” he and other new pris-| 
oners spent hours on a series of | 
psychiatric, intelligence and ap- 
titude tests. Hiss scored high 
in the IQ division. 

In view of his background and 
high scores, he normally would 
have been assigned as an in- 
structor in one of the prison’s 
numerous. educational courses. 
But the classification committee 
composed of the warden, two as- 
- ciate wardens, a parole super- 
intendent, two chaplains and 
several others decided that be- 
cause of the nature of his record | 
it would be best to lace Hiss in, 
some other type work. | 

So began his new life as a/! 
clerk in the prison storeroom. 
There, Hiss and nine other in- 
mates check in supplies ranging 
from nuts and bolts to huge 
sacks of beans. Hiss, 49 years 
old last November, was almost 
twice the average age of all 
prisoners, but he soon found 
himself loading and unloading 
the hundreds of items needed to 
— a prison population of 


Quiet and Courteous. 

He is a quiet worker, courte- 
ous to others, but rarely smiles. 
Hiss stays away from the good- 
natured raillery of the other' 
storeroom crewmen. 

Almost half the inmates are; 
engaged in some _ productive) 
work and earn from $20 to $40. 
a month making clothing fer the, 
Army or metal cabinets, chairs 
and trays for Government agen- 
cies. 

But officials decided that Hiss 
did not need a paying job. They 
decided also he was not the type 
of man to join the 200 prisoners 
who work on the prison’s well- 
equipped farm. 

Although Hiss spends most of 
his evenings in the prison’s 30,- 
000-volume library he often 
takes time off for choir re- 
hearsals or to watch practice 
sessions of the prison band. Oc- 
casionally he will watch a bas- 
ketball game between prison 
teams. Once in a while he will 
exercise in the gymnasium or | 

play shuffleboard. 
Spends Hours Reading. 

But most of his time is spent | 
in reading serious books on eco- 
nomics, world affairs and sociol- 
ogy. Although he, like other 

prisoners, receives only $12.50 a 
month for personal supplies, he 
spends a good part of it on a 
subscription to the New York 
Times which he reads slowly and 
carefully each day. 

He sometimes helps unlettered 
prisoners write to their families. 
He was once observed teaching 
mathematics to a convicted 
rumbers operator. 

By maintaining his spotless 
prison record, he was able to ap- 
ply for parole after serving one | 
third of his term, although he 
was twice turned down unani-. 
mously by the United States Pa- 
role Board. 

This record, however, did earn 
him a private cell in the prison’s 
honor quarters. His 6x12 room 
contains a steel cot, a metal 
chair and a steel combination 
dropleaf desk and dresser. Atop 
the dresser is the standard 8x12- 
inch prison picture frame, with 

photographs of his wife and 
stepson. 

In honor quarters, Hiss may 
visit other prisoners in free 
hours. He usually reads for an- 
= half hour until lights are 
out, 

This, then, is the pattern of 
prison life for Alger Hiss. It | 
wul stay that way until six | 
weeks before his scheduled 
November release. 

Will Go to Special Unit. 

At that time, the former diplo- 
mat will be placed in a special 
unit with other prisoners who 
are about to return to the out- 
side world. 

Hiss will spend his final stage 
of his prison career in a special 
dormintory where living is more 
comfortable. 

Then, on Nov. 27, Hiss will be 
released—480 days before his 
Sive-year_perjury term expires,

| WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 — 
i Private urban redevelopment 
and slum clearance projects 
costing an estimated $497,000,- 
000 were approved for federal 
loan or grants in 1953, Housing 
Administrator Albert M. Cole 
reported today. 

The nation-wide estimate was 
based on redevelopment projects 
authorized or under way in 52 
slum areas in 32 cities, includ- 
ing one project in St. Louis— 
clearance and development of 
the downtown plaza area—and 
two in Kansas City, Cole said. 

The estimate applies only to 
privately-sponsored slum clear- 
ance and development programs, 
for which federal loans or 
‘grants are available to acquire 
and clear sites, and not to low- 
income public housing projects 
financed in whole or part by 
the Government, a spokesman 
for the housing and home fi- 
nance agency pointed out, 4 

Included in the total are pri- 
vately-built housing projects 
costing $271,300,000; commercial 
construction, $53,500,000; public 
and semi-public construction, 
$107,700,000. and site improve- 
ments, $16,700,000, the spokes- 
man said. 

He estimated the housing to- 
tal would include private proj- 
ects costing $257,700,000 and 
public housing costing $13,600,- 
000. Estimates. for public and 
semi-public construction include 
parks, streets, playgrounds, 
schools and hospitals within 
housing projects or adjacent to 
them, he explained. 

Cole said the 52 areas for 
which federal loans or gragts 
were approved last year repre- 
sented about one-third of the 
154 slum areas for which clear- 
ance and development is being 
planned.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27. 
F AR up in northern Alaska, where 
the sun is never seen from late No- 
vember to late January, the United 
States Navy owns a vast oil reserve. 
It covers 37,000 square miles, a tract 
the size of Indiana but with only a 
tiny fraction of Indiana’s population. 
Hundreds of lakes dot the 24,000,000 
acres and herds of caribou wander 
through the icy wastes. From the 
air, it looks forbidding, empty and 


water-soaked when not covered with | 


ice. 

Beneath the surface are substantial 
quantities of oil and gas. Exactly how 
much isn’t known yet. 

At the turn of the century when the 
Navy switched from coal to oil to fuel its 
ships, Navy officers realized it would be 
important in times of war to have a large 
supply of oil in reserve. The first of four 
oil reserves was set aside in Elk Hills, 
Calif., in 1912. A second reserve was cre- 
ated just to the south of Elk Hills at Buena 
Vista Hills, a third at Teapot Dome, Wyo., 
and finally the fourth and largest at Point 
Barrow, Alaska, set aside by President 
Harding 30 years ago. 


Senator Butler’s Proposal. 


Now it has been urged by Senator 
Hugh Butler (Rep.), Nebraska, powerful 
chairman of the Senate Interior Commit- 
tee, that the Alaskan of] reserve be 
opened up for exploitation by private 
companies, 

If approved ge Fn President Eisenhower 
and Congress, this would be another 
major step in the tion’s pro- 
gtam of turning over natural resources 
to private developers. 


Starting in 1944 when a shortage of oil 
threatened the Navy in World War II, ex- 
ploration began in the Alaska reserve. 
Seabees, jacks-of-all-trades, began the first 
drilling. After the war, private contractors 
took on the job. They found oil, not in 
big quantities but enough to indicate that 
there may be very large fields of oil and 
gas. 

Last spring, after the Navy had spent 
$52,000,000 developing the Alaskan reserve, 
all work halted. The new Administration 
was looking for places to save money and 
the Navy agreed that it could save 910,- 
000,000 by ing work in Alaska. 

Then on Feb. 11 came a surprising an- 
nouncement by Senator Butler. In a letter 
to Secretary of the Interior Douglas 
McKay, Butler quoted the Navy as saying 
it would “interpose no objection to return- 
ing the reserve to the public domain under 
the administration of the Interior Depart- 
ment.” 

Butler, a man with strong feelings about 
the superiority of private companies over 
“bureaucrats” in any field, added: “I be- 
lieve the Naval Petroleum Reservation 
should be canceled immediately and that 
area opened up to private development 
under the Mineral Leasing Act. I am writ- 
ing to urge that this be done at the earliest 
possible date. I hope you will initiate 
action toward that end.” 

In Alaska, Senator Butler said, “This oil 
reservation is taken as a symbol of a fed- 
eral policy which has stifled all develop- 
ment there. This outworn policy, far from 
fostering true conservation; has simply 
locked resources up in a state of nonuse. 
Prompt revocation of the orders establish- 
ing this reservation would have a tremen- 
dous effect in convincing the people of 
Alaska that there has been a marked 
change for the better in Washington.” 


For Further Determination. 

But the Navy, in its letter quoted by 
Senator Butler, said that this was a policy 
matter “for determination by the White 
House and by Congress through the Senate 
and House Armed Services Committees.” 

The Navy letter added: “Insofar as the 
oil‘potential of this territory is concerned, 
the Navy’s primary: interest is in its ulti- 
mate economical development whether by 
private or governmental interest.” 

*@n the surface, this appeared to be a 
complete reversal of the Navy’s historic 

y of 40 years—the policy that the best 
place to keep an oil reserve is in the 
ground, where it will always be available 
if needed in an emergency.

Several questions dealt with possible re- 
lease of Naval Petroleum Reserve No. 4. 
Floete did not have the answers immedi- 
ately but said he would get them from the 
Navy. 


Memo Written by Fogler. 


He relayed the cemmittee’s questions to 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy Raymond 
H. Fogler, who is in charge of oil reserva- 
tions. Fogler told the Post-Dispatch he 
consulted with Navy Secretary Anderson 
and with the Navy chief of operations be- 
fore. writing the memorandum to Floete, 
in which he said’ “The Navy would inter- 
pose no objection to returning this reserve 
to the public domain under the adminis- 
tration of the Interior Department.” 

But Navy Secretary Anderson, who has 
been described in an official Navy biog- 
raphy as a man who “has been one of the 
oil industry’s most persuasive witnesses 
before committees of the United States 
Congress,” said he had no recollection of 
having discussed the matter with his 
assistant, Fogler. It is possible it came up 
in a casual conversation or at a staff meet- 
ing, Anderson said. 

Regardless of how it reached him, the 
Navy’s statement was used by Senator But- 
ler in proposing that the reserve should 
be opened up to private development.

' How valuable is the Naval Petroleum 
Reserve in Alaska? 

Here is what John C. Reed, staff co- 
ordinator for the United States Geological 
Survey, said in testifying Jan. 25 before 
the Senate. Interior Committee on the 
statehood bill: 


“The exploration that the Navy carried 
on for nine years has demonstrated very 
substantial value in Naval Petroleum Re- 
serve No. 4. Or let me recast that and 
say, has revealed substantial quantities of 
oil and gas within and near Naval Petro- 
leum Reserve 4. To convert that into 
value presupposes that it can be got out at 
a profit. That has not yet been deter- 
mined. 

“There was found in that exploration 
program one modetate-sized oil field called 
the Umiat field in the southeast part of 
the reserve. The consensus of the quan- 
tity of oil in that field is somewhere be- 
tween 50,000,000 and 75,000,000 barrels of. 
oil. 

“The Navy found also a large geologic 
structure—an immense geologic structure 
more than 50 miles long—called the Gubik 
anticline, that is known to contain a tre- 
mendous quantity of gas. That particular 
structure is partly within and partly out- 
side the reserve. 

“So far as is known, there is no oil in 
that structure. It is all gas. The quantity 
is very large. We can’t even measure it. 
We don't have enough data to measure it. 

“Other smaller oil fields have been 
found, but primarily structures have been

detailed geology and conditions that would 
lead informed petroleum engineers and 
geologists to believe that the Umiat and 
Gubik stfuctures are only examples of 
what is likely, both within and outside the 
reserve.” - 


Alaska Delegate’s Question. 


Alaskan Delegate FE. L. Barlett asked: 
“Dr. Reed,.I had heard that if the Navy 
had continued its drilling instead of sus- 
pending its operations in the autumn of 
1953, that it-then would have gone into 
deeper structures and many geologists be- 
lieve that the opportunity to find really 
sizable deposits would be better than in 
the exploration work already done. Does 
that have any merit?” 

Reed replied: “Yes. Your statement {s 
a little one-sided perhaps but it has a 
great deal of merit. What you said is just 
about 95 per cent right. 

“This program had to start from Point 
Barrow because that was the place you 
could get.to in ships and where you. had 
an airfield. As the program has gone on, 
the work has moved farther and farther 
afield but more and more information on 
the whole environment has been gained, 
and the next steps that would have been 
undertaken would have been the testing of 
some of the older rocks, the Lisburne 
limestone, which crops out near the north 
flank of the Brooks range all the way 
around the reserve. That is the inland 
area. It is the farthest distant from 
Barrow. 


throughout most of the reserve. To get 
them near the surface you have to go 
farther south. Experts who had been in- 
volved in this business feel the possibili- 
ties probably are greater back there than 
they were where the work has gone on to 
date. There has been no testing, however, 
of those rocks in that area because the 
program did stop.” Only one deep hole 
was drilled, to 12,000 feet. 

There are several potential of] areas in 
Alaska, Reed pointed out. One is the 
Prince William Sound area; the second is 
the Alaska Peninsula; a third is north of 
the Brooks Range where the Navy has its 
reserve and a fourth is the south side of 
that range, which is the Alaskan counter- 
part of the Rocky Mountains. Along the 
Pacific Coast area, oil exploration has been 
going on for years and “interest seems to 
be reviving,” Reed noted 


Proof That Oil Is There. 


In the Katalla-Yakataga area in south- 
ern Alaska, Phillips Petroleum Co. and 
Kerr-McGee Oil Industries, Inc., controlled 
by Senator Robert S. Kerr of Oklahoma, 
are drilling now. Production from that 
field totals about 155,000 barrels—‘“a very 
small drop in a very big bucket,” Reed 
said, but he added it proves oil is there. 
It would be a fine place to find a major 
oil field because it is almost on the great 
circle route between North America and 
‘tthe Orient, he remarked. 

Arctic Contractors, Inc., which did the 
drilling for the Navy, was made up of 
three companies—Hoover, Curtice & Ruby, 
Inc., of New York City, consisting of Her- 
bert Hoover Jr. and two associates; C. F. 
Lytle Co., Sioux City, Ia., and Green Con- 
struction Co. of Des Moines. 

The geophysical work was done under 
subcontract by United Geophysical Co., 
headed by Hoover. This company was sold 
by Hoover three years ago to Union Oil 
Co. Hoover, a director of Union Oil, re- 
cently was named an adviser to the State 
Department on oil matters of the Near 
East. At that time he severed all his con- 
nections with oil firms, he told the Post- 
Dispatch. 

Union Oil has kept in close touch with

EDC Will Win; Hopeful of 


With France 


Chancellor Looks for Ratification by Midsummer, Then 
He Expects to Provide Twelve Divisions Within 


_ Eighteen Months—What Will U.S. Have to Provide 
‘in Way of Equipment? Everything, He Says. 


The Chancellor will do his best to pre- 
vent the opposition in France and else- 
where from delaying action until it is 
determined at the Geneva conference 
whether a negotiated truce can be arrived 
at in the Indochina 
war. After gaining 
the delay, the Rus- 
sians could propose 
another conference 
for September and 
then that would 
mean still another 
delay. 


Adenauer is work- 
ing on a plan which 
he hopes will bring 
agreement with 
France on a solution 
of the thorny prob- 
lem of the _ Saar. 
While he is guarded 
about the nature of 
this solution, he ap- - 
arently means to 
combine parts of the 
plan which originated 
with French Foreign 
Minister Georges Bidault and former 
French Foreign Minister Robert Schuman 
with elements of the proposal worked out 
in a committee of the Council of Europe. 


A Remarkable Phenomenon. 


Adenauer, the dedicated European, is 
one of the most remarkable phenomena of 
the Germany that is with such extraordi- 
nary industry once again pushing itself 
into the front rank of European nations. 
He said with a kind of quiet solemnity that 
he was convinced EDC was the best way, 
and perhaps the only way, to prevent the 
rise of the German military spirit. 


The talk with the Chancellor took place 
in his big, light office on the second floor 
of the rehabilitated palace that once be- 
longed to the Princess Schaumberg-Lippe, 
a daughter of Kaiser Wilhelm I. On a 
bookcase on Adenauer's desk, among other 
signed photographs is one of Sir Winston 
Churchill inscribed to the Chancellor in 
terms of affection and admiration. Sev- 
eral times Churchill has referred to Aden- 
auer as the greatest German since Bis- 
marck. 


The Chancellor had just come from the 
Parliament and his victory in: bringing 
adoption of the constitutional amendment 
permitting the federal republic to rearm. 
He needed a two-thirds majority of 325 
votes. Under the tight discipline of his 
Christian Democratic Union party the 
lame and the halt had been rounded up 
and he had nine votes to spare. 


A reference to the victory brought a 
wintry smile to the Chancellor’s stern 
face. For more than two years he has 
been planning and plotting the course of 
EDC, convinced always that it was the 
only way to prevent a recurrence of the 
tragedy that three times since 1870 has 
seen France and Germany in mortal com- 
bat and the third time brought vaene to 
the very edge of ruin, 


12 Divisions in 18 Months? 


Adenauer told me he is confident that 
when EDC is ratified, the 12 German divi- 
sions which will be Germany’s contribu- 
tion can be brought into being in 18 
months. 


This is more optimistic than other esti- 
mates which put the time at a minimum of 
three years, but evidence of a real desire 
among many Germans to bring German 
military power into being again is the fact 
that, even though no call has been issued 
as yet, already 100,000 applications for 
service in the new army are on file. This 
includes applications from 25,000 former 
officers. 


Lt. Gen. Adolf Heusinger, a member of 
the inter-European planning commission 
for EDC, believes it would take a year to 
bring the cadres of commissioned and non- 
commissioned officers into being. He 
points out that a careful screening process 
will be necessary in order to keep out 
those who were political officers in the 
Nazl army. Then in the second year with 
a draft, the 12 divisions, four of them 
divisions, would be filled up.

N the wake of the Berlin conference, many skeptics are saying that the 
European Defense Community will be either delayed to death or rejected 
outright, but West German Chancellor Konrad Adenauer is not one of them, 
In a long talk with this correspondent just after his latest triumph in 
obtaining approval by the parliament for the next step taking Germany into 
the European Defense Community, Chancellor Adenauer expressed his un- 
shakable conviction that a unified Europe will come into being. He predicted 
that by midsummer the treaty would be ratified.

ualist proposal. 

The Germans are now paying occupation 
costs of $1,800,000,- 
000 a year. The cost

His conclusion, 
from Molotov’s stand 
at the Berlin confer- 
ence, was that the 
Soviet Union will not 
run the risk of a hot 
war, but will con- 
tinue to expand the 
cold war in order to 
get any and all bene- 
oees fits short of a shoot- 

ing war. 

He estimated that 
if free elections could 
be held under the 
plan proposed by Anthony Eden at the 
conference, the German people would vote 
at least 90 per cent in favor of the West. 


With a kind of sadness, Adenauer spoke 
of the position of the Social Democrats 
who held all of their 144 members in 
Parliament in line against EDC. Their 
position after the Berlin conference, said 
the Chancellor, was bankrupt and that was 
sad because a healthy opposition is essen- 
tial to a democracy, 

The Socialists have gone on repeating 
the same line year after year. They wart 
Germany to be free of both sides in the 
struggle. Yet, ironically enough, they 
have been most clamorous to have Ameri- 
can troops remain on German soil. 


Adenauer told this correspondent that 
the late Kurt Schumacher, fiery head of 
the Sogialist party in the postwar years 
until his death in August, 1952, had once 
called on the American occupying author- 
ity to guarantee that, in the event of a 
war with Soviet Russia, American troops 
would not fight just a defensive war on 
German soi] but would carry the offensive 
into Russia proper. 

Schumacher had also told John J, 
McCloy, former American High Commis- 
sioner, that the United States should keep 
60 divisions in Germany. /

U.S. Commitment Would Help. 


The Chancellor feels it would greatly 
help ratification if the United States would 
give a fixed commitment to keep troops 
in Western Europe for a long period of: 
years, but, he added quickly, Secretary of 
State Dulles had explained to him in their 
Tecent talk at the Bonn airport that be- 
cause of legal and political complications 
such a guarantee could not be made. 

Adenauer insists that he has no plans 
whatsoever that take possible failure of 
EDC into account. He refuses to believe 
that such a failure is possible. There 
comes a time, he says grimly, when you 
must put your cards on the table and have . 
a showdown. 

His whole career, as he has risen in 
popular favor from a comparative unknown 
to become a national and almost a folk 
hero, has been posited on making Ger- 
many a part of the European community, 
If that effort fails, his hold will be weak 
ened and the future of Germany—and 
Europe—will be, to say the very least, une 
certain.

In the Mirror of Public Opinion on this page 
are extracts from a moving address on the floor 
of the Senate by James W. Fulbright of Arkan- 
sas. It is an address that seeks to lift our sights 
to higher things and to the enduring elements in 
our constitutional system. ! 

But Senator Fulbright is a Democrat. He does 
not speak for the Eisenhower Administration. 
He does not represent the side of the Senate 
which controls the organization of committees. 

Last Wednesday Wayne Morse of Oregon rose 
on the Senate floor to make a truly outstanding 
speech. He defended eloquently “the precious 
right of the Senate to investigate.” He de- 
scribed the congressional investigative power 
“as one of the great safeguards of the American 
people for the preservation of their liberties.” 
Then he called for the enactment of a code of 
fair procedure to guarantee that the right to 
investigate is not abused and discredited, as in 
the McCarthy-Zwicker-Stevens battle. To that 
end Senator Morse introduced a concurrent res- 
olution embodying safeguards for witnesSes at 
congressional hearings. 


But Wayne Morse is not even a Democrat. He 
left the Bepublican party in the 1952 campaign 
and lists himself as an Independent. Far from 
speaking for the Republican side, he enjoys the 
distinction of speaking only for himself.

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Speak Not, Hear Not 


Under Secretary of State Walter Bedell Smith 
says he is “astonished” by the lack of foreign 
language training in the State Department. It 
has reached a new low, he says. ‘ 

Last year, only 34 persons in the department 
took language courses, The Under Secretary 
noted that the only officer at our embassy in 
Prague who speaks Czech is the assistant air 
attache—and he is not a foreign service officer 
at all, but a military man. 

This state of affairs is indéed astonishing. 
A knowledge of foreign languages is certainly 
not extraneous to a foreign service, For cen- 
turies the excellent British foreign service has 
sent out diplomats who were also language schol- 
ars to deal with the peoples of the world. 

The need for language study in this field 
is more than routine. Of course somebody 
around an embassy or consulate has to speak the 
language of the country. Business has to be 
done. But the extra reason for knowing the 
language is that this, offers better knowledge 
of the people and how they think. / 

Moreover, inability to speak Spanish in Latin 
America or Swedish in Swedén and so on fs a 
hindrance to our foreign policy as well as to our 
individual diplomats. For it indicates a kind of 
- parochial, uninterested if not arrogant attitude. 

This is sometimes expressed in the argument 
that when so much of the world speaks English, 
why should we undertake to learn anything 
else? An Italian or an Iranian might ask why 
he should be expected to learn English, when 
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| a summarizing 
of those prophets of doom who, especially since 
World War I, have been saying that we are come 
into a frightening age of transition..~In quick 
paragraphs, he marshaled Spengler, Toynbee, 
Keyserling, Huizinga; Heering, Drucker, Berdy- 
aeff, Gonzague de Reynold, Voigt, Christopher 
Dawson, Michael Roberts, Aldous Huxley and 
Ortega y Gasset as well as those earlier seers, 
Nietzsche and Dostoevski. . 

In all of them, he found something for con- 
currence. The nineteenth century's odd belief 
that some immutable law of progress was mak- 


‘ing men happier and happier, had indeed been 


washed away in the blood of twentieth century 
war. With population figures running higher and 
higher, it was ‘becoming more and more diffi- 
cult to believe that the vaunted miracle-worker, 
Science, could even feed us, Rather, it was 
serving the violence and counter-violence of 
morally exhausted nations, It was producing not 
bread, but bombs. 


Democracy was revealing inner contradictions: 


—especially the clash between the aristocratic 
principle of individual freedom and that of ma- 
terial equality for all. We were in danger of 
dictatorship by plebiscite. Men were turning 
away from the natural law of Aquinas and 
Blackstone, saying that there is no unchangeable 
distinction between good and evil. . Mammon 
had no more prizes to offer. Moloch had shown 
his hideous face undisguised. 

Unlike a Spengler, however, the Dean of 
St. Paul’s did not sink into a primitive accept- 
ance of cruelty. The world had been in transi- 
tion, he said, ever since Adam and Eve sought 
shelter outside Eden. But man’s adventure was 
not a decreed tragedy. He quoted Machiavelli: 
“It has been and always will be true that evil 
‘succeeds good and good evil.” Man's good could 
be achieved by man’s effort. There must be 
an end to wars. From covetousness, there must 
be a return to the hard training of asceticism. 
Self-realization must come through love of 
our neighbor. 

If these counsels be too efévated for the 
council chamber and the market place, then 
there is still hope, The world does not change 
overnight, said Dean Inge, and there are men 
who are determined that we shall not perish. 

Gloomy? 
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Key Votes Against Bricker 

Missouri and Illinois can be pleased to have 
supplied two of the votes which, in a crucial 
situation where every one counted, defeated the 
Bricker amendment in its George form. 

Senators Douglas of Illinois and Hennings of 
Missouri thus helped the liberal Democrats to 
rescue President Eisenhower from the Repub- 


licans. For though both parties cast a majority — 


against the President, the Republicans cast the 
necessary two thirds while the Democrats did 
not. It was Senator Kilgore’s dramatic last- 
minute appearance that turned the tide after 
Senator Knowland’s desertion appeared to have 
defeated the President. 

Senator Hennings distinguished himself in 
this fight throughout. From the beginning he 
spoke cogently and effectively against the 
Bricker plan to curtail presidential power in 
foreign affairs, and in the critical last days he 
assumed leadership of the hard-core opposition 
which fought any of the various deals or com- 
promises which the Republicans flirted with. 

As they take pride in this performance, Mis- 
sourians will note that their other Senator, 
Stuart Symington, missed the great testing on 
this issue owing to his absence in-Europe. Since 
Mr. Symington has kept rather quiet on the 
matter in recent months, his constituents cannot 
be sure just where he stands. They have a 
right to ask that he tell them, when he returns 
to Washington, how he would have voted had he 
been there last week. 
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Bushing, Beefing_and Swindling 

One of the alleged advantages of an economic 
downswing, if any, is supposed to be the buy- 
ers’ market. The consumer, so this theory goes, 
no longer has to take just anything offered, 
and the salesman has to get out and sell. The 
catch in fierce sales competition, however, is 
often shady selling tactics. 

The Wall Street Journal, which keeps up with 
business, good or bad, reports an increase in 
bad sales methods. Better Business Bureaus 
across the country tell of a heavy increase in 
buyers’ complaints that they are being “taken” 
and “drycleaned.” 

This does not mean that shady selling is the 
rule anywhere, or that it has even increased 
everywhere. St. Louis, for example, is one of the 
few cities in which the number of complaints 
has not risen. But there is enough of a trend 
to put the consumer on notice. 

One deal he might notice is what the Journal 
calls the “bait ad.” This is an. advertisement 
which offers an iter: at low cost in order to give 


a salesman a chance to sell something else at 


high cost. If the buyer insists on the low-cost 
item, chances are he is told to order it, never 
gets it, and is given a refund instead. 

The automobile business, under increasing 
sales pressure, has produced several neat dodges. 
One is called “bushing.” A car owner finds a 
card on his windshield offering more than his 
car is worth on a trade-in for a new auto. When 
he looks into the offer, the dealer accuses the 
salesman of quoting a ridiculously high figure. 
The two stage a dramatic and persuasive argu- 
ment which culminates in offering the buyer 
a “compromise.” 

The reverse of this is “roast beefing,” in 
which the customer is quoted a ridiculously low 
price for his used car, and the manager bawls 
out the salesman for that. The result is a slight- 
ly higher offer, see 

Television set owners are being plagued by 
cheap offers of home repair, only to find that 
the repairman insists he’ll have to take the set 
to his shop at a higher cost. People interested in 
appliances are told they can rent one at 50 cents 
a week, then find they have to rent it for a year 
and it would be as cheap to buy it. And so on. 


’ One of the.worst things about these unethical 


if not illegal sales methods is their timing. Shady 
selling inevitably multiplies just when consum- 
ers have léss money or even fewer jobs, and can 
least afford to be swindled. 


The great majority of honest businesses are. 


already alérted against the trend. The Better 
Business Bureaus are fighting it. But for the 
great body of consumers, the best defense still 
is the age-old caution: Let the buyer beware.

The American Constitution is one of 
the miracles of man’s history. It was 
hammered out initially by great men in 
a series of great debates. 

Under it also the American people 
have achieved more happiness and 
prosperity for a longer time and over 
a wider area than any other system ever 
erected by men. 

The Founding Fathers were children 
of the age of enlightenment. They be- 
lieved in reason. They believed that 
our democratic society presupposes the 
code of the gentleman. It does not 
expect saintly conduct of men. It does, 
however, expect fhat they should con- 
duct themselves with a decent respect 
to the opinions of mankind. 

But when public men indulge them- 
selves in abuse, when they deny others 
a fair trial, when they resort to in- 
nuendo and insin- 
uation, to libel, 
scandal and sus- 
picion, then our 
democratic society 
is outraged and de- 
mocracy is baffled. 
It has no apparatus 
to deal with the

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Guatemalan Reds Preparing 


To Throw U.S. on Defensive in

GUATEMALA CITY, Feb. 27. 
OMMUNISM IN GUATEMALA, the most important subject 
on the agenda at the tenth conference of the organization of 
American ‘states, which opens Monday at Caracas, Venezuela, 


is still a real and present fact. 


‘ 


Since this writer visited Guatemala last October, there has 
been-no change of heart in the government here. On the contrary, 
the power of Communism within the government has been 


growing. 

At the same time, Guatemala 
will not enter the Caracas con- 
ference unprepared to meet the 
charge that Communism here 
constitutes intervention in the 
affairs of an American nation, 
ultimately by Soviet Russia. 


On his departure for the con- 
ference this week, Guatemala’s 
Foreign Minister, Guillermo 
Toriello, indicated that his tac- 
tic at the conference will be to 
press acounter-offensive against 
the United States. 


Guatemala is expected to at- 
tempt to arouse other Latin 
‘American states by charging 
that the United States threatens 
intervention, probably includ- 
ing a charge that the United 
States was behind a “plot” to 
invade and overthrow’ the 
Guatemalan Government last 
month. 


It will be surprising if Tor- 
fello does not mention British 
Guiana, British Honduras and 
the Falkland Islands and to de- 
mand withdrawal of British 
rule from these places. 

In short, Guatemala is ex- 
pected to try to shift the spot- 
light from Communism here to 
“imperialist intervention” of .a 
strictly non-Communist variéty. 


Fight on Colonialism. 


Since the Bogota conference 
went on record that “it is a just 
aspiration of the American re- 
publics that colonialism and the 
occupation of American terri- 
tories by extra-continental coun- 
tries should be brought to an 
end,” and since the Caracas 
conference is scheduled to act 
further to implement that state- 
ment, there will be ample op- 
portunity for Guatemala to call 
attention to colonialism. 

The Guatemalan “plot” charge, 
however, is made of pretty thin 
stuff. The best opinion here is 
that‘ While plenty of people, in- 
cluding people in the State De- 

ent in Washington, would 

e to see a change of govern- 
ment in Guatemala, the alleged 
discovery of a plot to invade 
Guatemala is little more than 
a hit. of preparation for the 
Caracas conference. 

There may, indeed, have been 
at least a slender basis for the 
charge. The two alleged chief 
conspirators are political exiles 


who may well have discussed 
possibilities for overthrowing 
the Guatemalan government. 
The interesting speculation here, 
however, is how the Guatemalan 
government obfairfed the alleged 
correspondence which it now 

ublishes. It is difficult to see 

ow it could have been ob- 
tained unless one of the plotters 
was a Guatemalan agent. 

No responsible, objective ob- 
server, however, takes seriously 
the charge that the “Govern- 
ment of the Nagth,” plainly the 
United States, and the govern- 
ments of Nicaragua, El Salva- 
dor,the Dominican Republic 
and Venezuela were actively 
planning an invasion of Guate- 
mala. 

Guatemalan preparation for 
the Caracas conference has by 
no means stopped with the plot 
“discovery.” 

United States’ Objective. 


The purpose of the United 
States, at the Caracas confer- 
ence, will be to spotlight the 
danger of Communism in Guate- 
mala, and to isolate Communist- 
dominated Guatemala from the 
rest of Latin America. Under- 
lying this 
that this tactic will hearten and 
strengthen opposition to Com- 
munism inside Guatemala and 
that ultimately the result will 
be to wean Guatemala away 
from Communism. 

The Guatemalan Government 
is well aware of this move, and 
is seeking to counter it. . Al- 
though the Government still 
keeps its non-Communist mask 
firmly in place—there are no 
known Communists at the Cab- 
inet level—the shadow power of 
Communism is nowhere more in 
evidence than in the tactics em- 
ployed in preparation for the 
Caracas conference, 

One might begin with the pos- 
ters which decorate Guatemala 
City. Government posters are 
restrained; they simply urge 
Guatemalans to defend their na- 
tional sovereignty. But along- 
side them are Communist pos- 
ters plainly accusing the United 
States, depicted in the usual 
Communist manner as a mon- 
ster Uncle Sam seeking to grab 
his innocent neighbors, of 
threatening Guatemalan sover- 
eignty. 

The posters aré only a symbol 
of the methods of agitation and 
propaganda worked out in detail 
by the world Communist move- 
ment, under Russian control, 
and now being applied to Guate- 
mala. Communist organizers are

Seizures of Land. 


drastic and unfavorable to large 
landholders, does not entirely 
suit the purposes of the Commu- 
nists, however. To an orthodox 
Communist, Guatemala is still a 
nan-Communist country, With a 
parliamentary government, 
though “progressive,” meaning 
that it allows a large measure of 
Communist control. The Com- 
munists are now demonstrating 
to the workers who till the land 
—the vast majority of Guate- 
malans—that it is Communism 
and not the government which 
is the decisive element in their 
good fortune. 
The method, now being ap- 
plied to the Escuintla district, is 
as follows: A Communist agit- 
prop man enters a village, holds 
a meeting, tells the plantation 
workers that land is going to be 
available for them, if they dare 
to take it. Committees are or- 
ganized. The workers take over 
the land belonging to large 
landholders. Later, the seizure 
is legalized, although landholders 
claim many seizures cannot be 
justified under present agrarian 
laws. Anyway there is little to 
be done. 
In some instances, at least, 
seizure of the land has been fol- 
lowed by burning pastures and 
cutting down shade trees, thus 
making the land unfit for large- 
scale cattle raising and prepar- 
ing it for corn and bean patches. 
This process cannot be reversed. 
The landlord finds legal action 
useless. 
_Reportedly this method was, 
for a time, too much for the 
head of the Agrarian program, 
Maj. Alfonso Martinez, not a 
Communist. About a month ago 
he left Guatemala suddenly for 
a trip to Mexico and Switzer- 
land. In Mexico he was quoted 
as saying his work of orderly 
transfer of lands to small farm- 
ers was being interfered with by 
Carlos Manuel Pellecer, Com- 
munist member of Congress, 
who holds in the National Fed- 
eration of Labor the interesting 
title of “Secretary of Conflicts.” 
Somewhere along the line, 
however, Martinez apparently 
changed his mind. He arrived 
back in Guatemala last Sunday 
and still heads the Agrarian de- 
partment. He has repudiated 
the statement attributed to him 
in Mexico, and Pellecer still is 
organizing land ‘seizures. 
Communist Rallies. 

All. of this can be seen as 
preparation for the Caracas 
conferenee although of course 
the purposes go well beyond 
that event. 

The poor farm workers of 
the back country are being 
cemented to the regime, and 
especially to the Communist 
elements within the regime. 
Everywhere are being organized 
Committees for the Defense of 
National Sovereignty Against 
Foreign Intervention. There are 
peace meetings, labor meetings, 
youth rallies, women’s meetings. 
In all of these, Communists 
take a leading part and Com- 
munist ideology has become a 
required formula. 

As far as Caracas goes, Guate- 
malan Communists believe no 
action by the conference cah 
break their hold on the people 
of Guatemala. 

Furthermore, the Guatemalan 
government, and particularly the 
Communists within the govern- 
ment, are taking action to pre- 
vent, if possible, a solid line-up 
of other Latin American coun- 
tries against Guatemala at the 
conference. Still playing the 
theme of “imperialist interven- 
tion,” the seizure of another 
173,000 acres of United Fruit 
Co, land this week certainly was 
intended to have both an inter- 
nal and an external effect. 

Internally it was intended to 
be one more demonstration that 
the government is the friend of 
the poor Indian. Externally, the 
government obviously was hop- 
ing again to focus attention on 


tention from Communism. 

If the United States Govern- 
ment should, on the eve of the 
conference, see fit to make an- 
other protest over seizure of 
United Fruit lands, so much the 
better for Guatemala’s position 
at the conference. 

Guatamala has assisted in the 
formation of a number of societ- 
ies of friends of Guatamala in 
other Latin American countries. 
Government spokesmen say such 
societies now are active in Ar- 
gentina, Chile, Bolivia, Mexico 
and Costa Rica.

Ideological considerations aside, 
Red China wants North Korea 
as a buffer zone against possible 
invasion from the south. To 
have a hostile power looking 
across the Yalu river into Man- 
churia is unthinkable to Peiping. 


History is repeating itself. The 
Red regime is taking over North 
Korea in much the same way 
that other powerful Chinese 
dynasties carved out new terri- 
tories at the expense of neigh- 
bors. China has been histori- 
cally expansiohist when it had 
the power to make its claims 
stick. 

For hundreds of years, China 
exercised a sort of protectorate 
over Korea, particularly North 
Korea. This hold was broken 
less than 60 years ago when 
Japan’s modern armies cracked 
the shell of the decaying Manchu 
dynasty. ~~ 

North Koreans Helpless. 


The North Koreans, who are 
as fiercely nationalistic as their 
southern cousins, don’t like the 
idea of Chinese domination, but 
there is nothing they can do 
about it. Premier Kim Il Sung 
can only fellow the lead of his 
two powe neighbors and al- 
lies, China and Russia. Reports 
from North Korea indicgte that 
Moscow and Peiping are oper- 
ating North Korea on a joint 
partnership basis, but the Chi- 
nese actually run the country. 

Chinese control extends to 
Communist party affairs, to 
operation of the railroads, to 
the schools, to the reconstruc- 
tion of factories and the build- 
ing of roads. Koreans merely 
furnish the labor. Both Moscow 
and Peiping have made glowing 


promises of large-scale economic 
aid for the reconstruction of 
their battered Satellite, but re- 
ports indicate these promises 
were more for propaganda pur- 
poses than anything else, Mili- 
tary considerations take prece- 
dence over civilian needs. 
Priority has been given to re- 
construction of the Great Yalu 
river hydroelectric power plants, 
but this benefits China more 
than Korea. Thousands of Chi- 
nese and Russian technicians 
have been reported in North 
Korea,, but most of these are 
there on military matters, The 
fact seems to be that the Chi- 
nese can’t afford to rebuild Ko- 
rea. Their own five-year plan 
is behind and they have enough 
troubles at home to “eep them 
busy. 

Trains Running Again. 
Under Soviet and Chinese di- 
rection, however, certain im- 
provements have been made. 
The trains are running again 
and much of the damage to the 
railroad system as the result of 
three years of pounding by al- 
lied planes has been repaired. 
Locomotives and freight cars 
have been imported from Rus- 
sia, Soviet busses and trucks 
have also been brought in, but 
not in the numbers promised. 
A limited amount of consumer 
goods has appeared on the mar- 
kets, but Koreans are grumbling 
about the poor quality. 

The food situation has im- 
proved, but North Koreans still 
aren't as well fed as South Ko- 
reans. There is a shortage of 
housing that will take years to 
remedy. Some effort has been 
made to restore the appearance 
of major cities, particularly the 
capital of Pyongyang. 

North Korea’s population, 
estimated at more than 10,- 
000,000 before the war, has suf- 
fered a sharp decline. Current 
estimates range all the way 
from 3,000,000 to 8,000,000.

Recent surveys conducted by 
the Communist party in China 
reveal that more than half of

The program, now getting un- 
der way, aims to mobilize the 
cadres whose educational stand- 
ard is ninth grade or below and 
to teach them enough to qualify 
somewhere between sixth and 
ninth grade. They will be or- 
ganized in part-time after-work 
schools and classes. 


After-work courses designed 
to give cadres a senior primary 
school education—fourth to sixth 
grades—will take two years. 
Classes will be given at least 
six hours a week, during two ses- 
each. The courses will consist 
of the 
arithmetic. Cadres trying to. 
reach a junior middle school 
level—seventh to ninth grades— 
will take courses lasting three 
years, Language, -algebra, his- 
tory, geography and natural 
science are to be taught. 
Illiterates will, wherever pos- 
sible, be relieved of regular work 
so that they can take an intensive 
three to four month courses 
volving about 500 hours of teach- 
ing. In this time they are ex- 
pected to learn ‘how to read sim- 
ple books and magazines. 
Announcement of this pro- 
gram indicates how much easier 
it is for uneducated revolution- 
aries to seize political power than 
to rule a country or to carry out 
programs. Lack of formal edu- 
cation was not an insuperable 
handicap when the Chinese Com- 
munists were struggling for 
power, but it is a serious prob- 
lem now that the cadres have 
assumed the political and ad- 
ministrative responsibilities in- 
volved in ruling the country. 
The official Peiping People’s 
Daily put it this way: 
“Although we have large num- 
bers of struggle-tempered “work- 
er and peasant cadres, yet be- 
cause their cultural level is gen- 
erally low, it is by no means easy 
for them to further their study 
in political theories and scien- 
tific techniques. ... If this state

NEW RADAR DEVICE 
MEASURES REACH 
OF BROADCASTS 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (AP) 
—The Air Force said today it 
has developed new radar equip- 
ment which can tell how success- 
fully such broadcasts as those 
of the Voice of America are 
reaching their destinations. 

The new device also indicates 
how strong the broadcast signals 
are when they get there, and 
gives clues as to wether an op- 
ponent is deliberately ‘“jam- 
ming” that particular frequency 
with static and interference, the 
Air Force said. 

The device is called “Cozi”— 
communications zone indicator. 

It has been under develop- 
ment by the Air Research and 
Development Command at its 
Rome (N.Y.) development center, 
and at the Raytheon Manufac- 
turing Co. 

In order to test a radio signal, 
Cozi sends out a radar beam 
from the station’s own antenna. 

The beam follows the same 
path taken by the radio waves, 
except it comes back and tells 
where it has been, and often 
whether it has run into interfer- 
ence at its destination. 

In order to test a radio sta- 
tion, it is necessary to interrupt 
the broadcast momentarily while 
the radar beam is sent out.

Quite probably Dulles could 
not be elected to the Senate 
from New York State, but I 
suspect he could be elected Sec- 
retary of State if that position 
were to be filled by national 


Chairman Dewey Short of 
Missouri remarked: “Of course, 
that is clearly the intent of 
Congress.”

Estimates of Recoverable Oil. 


Estimates of the possible 
amount of recoverable oil in the 
Umiat area range from 18,000,- 
000 to 37,000,000 barrels, by 
DeGolyer & MacNaughton, to a 
high of 103,000,000 barrels by 
Arctic Contractors, Inc. Lack 
of extended production history 
and other factors make closer 
estimates impractical at this 
time, Carson said. 

Then the director of the 
Navy’s oil reserves made this 
significant statement: 

“while the Umiat field alone 
cannot be considered commer- 
cial due to its remote location 
and relatively small reserves, 
discovery of that field has 
proved that high gravity oil 
exists in the reserve, and which 
oil, if found elsewhere under 
better producing conditions and 
in larger quantities, would be 
of great commercial signifi- 
cance,” < 
“It should be emphasized, 
Carson concluded, “that while 
no really large commercial de- 
posits of oil and gas have been 
found in the reserve, their pres- 
ence has not been ‘disproved, 
as a large portion of the reserve 
remains to be tested. ... Re- 
maining areas have most cer- 
tainly not been condemned as 
unfavorable.” 

In World War II most of the 
Navy’s oil and most of the na- 
tion’s oil came from domestic 
sources — private companies. 
Our present oil reserves in the 
United States total 34,636,- 
000,000 barrels. The rate of 
depletion is 8,014,000 barrels a 
day, or about 2,925,100,000 bar- 
rels a year. If no other re- 
serves are found, the present 
reserve would last 11 years and 
11 months. However, new re- 
serves have been found in past 
years which have kept the total 
reserve at about the 12-year 
level. 


No Giveaway, Says Butler. 


Senator Butler, in discussing 
the plan to open up the Alaskan 
oil reserve to private com- 
panies, said: “I have no doubt 
there will be a great many peo- 
ple in the country who will call 
it a ‘giveaway.’ But that’s not 
what it is at all. You're not 
giving up anything. It matters 
little whether oil companies pay 
royalties to the proposed state 
of Alaska or to the United 
States Government. 

“My feeling is that private 
companies can develop the oil- 
fields far better than any bu- 
reaucracy. The Navy has given 
up on it; they volunteered to 
give it up. Nobody is trying to 
take it away from them. They 
only got a small quantity of oil 
from it. I don’t really think 
there’s much up there, myself.”

S. ELIOT’S newest play, 

T “The Confidential Clerk,” 
® has just been released in 
book form closely following its 
stage production in New York. 
At first reading it appears to 
be a straightforward and 
easily understandable work

' tional crisis. Mr. Eliot's repu- 
’ tation, however, does not per-

HE special task of the his- 
T torical novelist is to pre- 

sent the past in terms of 
the present; to make the physi- 
cal surroundings so familiar 
that they need no explanation; 
to create a climate of living 
that is in no way unfamiliar 
nor distracting to the reader. 


In “Rainbow On The Road” 
Esther Forbes does this more 
completely than in any his- 
torical novel I have read. She 
is able to remove you from 
your own time and put you 
down in New England in the 
early nineteenth century. She 
is wholly successful in re- 
creating that straight-laced 
religious atmosphere of life 
with a flashing strain of 
paganism running through it. 

Her characters are Jude Re- 
bough an itinerant portrait and 
sign painter, his wife Submit 
Pratt, their orphan boy Eddy, 
Mitty’s respectable farming 
family, and a various collec- 
tion from squire and governor 
to highwayman and peddler 
whom Eddy and Jude meet on 
the road. Jude spends the 
winter in the warmth and 
luxury of the farm making 
brushes out of the delicate 
end-hairs of a weasel’s tail, 
grinding colors, preparing 
boards, painting backgrounds. 
It is not work befitting a man, 
of course, but Jude is recog- 
nized as a foreigner; his dark 


mien, his cleft chin, his mock- 
ing eyes, set him apart from 
his sober fox-hunting brothers- 
in-law. Eddy and Jude are on 
the side of the foxes. And 
come spring when the mud 
season has passed, when the 
bittern booms, and the “birch 
stand on tiptoe” Eddy and 
Jude harness Goldie and go 
off on a six months business 
tour. 


They have adventures on 
the way. They meet Ruby 
Lambkin the thief and mur- 
derer, they work for a famous 
botanist at Dartmouth. They 
celebrate Independence day 
by becoming properly drunk 
on hard.cider and applejack. 
Jude sees the beauty about 
him and can’t resist painting 
it with his own brand of social 
comment thrown in.

Anyhow this fea- 
ture of the plot involves a co- 
incidence that is ordinarily al- 
lowable only in a farce. 


With a ‘slightly different 
treatment the play would in- 
deed be wholly farcical. The 
writing however invites an- 
other sort of consideration. 
It says something about the 
nature of aspiration and the 
dangers of accepting anything 
from life other than one’s true 
vocation. Obviously too it in- 
tends to reveal something im- 
portant about fatherhood and 
what it means to Sir Claude 
who has wasted his opportuni- 
ties of knowing it; and how 
the absence of the realized 
father-image has made young 
Simpkins feel that his whole 
life has been unreal.

ONE of this is clearly pre- 
Necntea to the reader. He 

must fish for it. Further- 
more the emotional tone of 
the play is not strong and not 
affecting. In contrast with 
“The Cocktail Party” how- 
ever it has an active dramatic 
line and the charactefs, which 
are plausibly drawn in depth, 
move under their own power. 
Mr. Eliot’s dialogue is distin- 
guished for its natural, idio- 
matic flow and its vein of 
humor glinting along the sur- 
face. 

It's an enjoyable play and 
should go well in the theater. 
If it has a meaning that’s too 
deep for words, the means of 
conveying it is inadequate. 
What may be inferred will de- 
pend on the reader. It seems 
to me that Mr. Eliot has shift- 
ed too much of his responsi- 
bility.

ernment. Here are three 
books that deal with that 
apex of our judiciary. 

Every student of American 
history meets yp with at least 
two Supreme Court decisions, 
the one in the Dred Scott 


slavery case in Chief Justice 
Taney’s day (1857) and that 
in Marbury vs. Madison, in 
which Chief Justice Marshall 
led the Supreme Court in de- 
claring that the judicial branch 
of the Federal Government 
would deciare acts of Con- 
gress. invalid when they con- 
flicted with the Constitution 
(1803). 

The first book puts between 
the covers a most fitting cele- 
bration of the 150th anniver- 
sary of Marbury vs. Madison. 
At the appropriate time, legal 


_experts and scholars in the 


law gathered at New York 
University for a symposium at 
which judicial review of legis- 
lation was then explored in 
the light of experience. 

The six major participants 
were the editor of the book, 
Edmond Cahn, New York Uni- 
versity, law professor; Ralph 
F. Bischoff, assistant law dean, 
New York University; Paul A. 
Freund, ‘former St. Louisan, 
now Harvard law professor; 
Willard Hurst, University of 
Wisconsin, author of “The Law 
Makers,” Charles P. Curtis, 
outstanding member of the 
Boston Bar and co-editor of 
“The Practical Cégitator,” and 
John P. Frank, Yale Univer- 
sity, author of “Mr. Justice 
Black.”

ROF. FREUND concerns

review, while Mr. Curtis 
speaks a sentiment that per- 
haps every member of the 
symposium would support 
when he concludes that our 
hopes for freedom do not rest 
on the.Constitution, nor on 
the law, nor on our courts. 


To quote this eminent ob- 
server of judicial trends: 
“Our hopes rest on some- 
thing among: us, which we 
have made articulate only in 
part. They are false hopes 
only if they are not evoked 
and expressed, only when they 
have not been explained, ra- 
tionalized, understood and 
acknowledged. We must carry 
them across the dark gap be- 
tween the implicit and the 
explicit. What we sense but 
darkly must be said clearly 
for our salvation... That is 
what John Marshall did for 
us in Marbury vs. Madison. 
He snatched from the majority 
and offered to our courts the 
function of rendering our 
political decencies and aspira- 
tion into immanent law. We 
owe to Marshall the oppor- 
tunity of combining a reign 
of conscience with a republic.” 


The second book is intended 
to make readily available 
some of the great literary as 
well as legal essays by such 
jurist leaders as Oliver 
Wendell Holmes Jr., Learned 
Hand, Benjamin N. Cardozo, 
Roscoe Pound, Sir Fre/erick 
Pollock, Morris R. Cohen and 
Charles E. Clark. The selec- 
tions include an essay by 
Charles P. Curtis, quoted 
above. 


Justice Jackson, writing in 
the foreword, points out that 
it is the misfortune of the 
practicing legal profession, 
whether on the bench or at 
the bar, to be preoccupied 
with today’s law of the “in- 
stant case.” There is little 
time to learn why and how it 
came to be such and signifi- 
cances of changes in the law 
are, as he says, noted usually 
after they have occurred.

PPRAISING the writings

Jackson writes: 


“Only a few men of any 
generation havé been so gifted 
with sensitivity to gradual 
movement in the realm of the 
intellectual that they are able 
to recognize the. direction, 
speed and limits of ‘a drift in 
legal doctrine. Like seismo- 
gtaphs they record ground 
tremors too delicate to attract 
attention of those made numb 
by the jolts and jars of the 
workaday world, but which 
may signify to the wise 
greater shocks to come.” 


The third book is a biog- 
raphy of the Supreme Court 
Justice who has been identi- 
fied as the Judge who 
switched his position between 
arguments in the Income Tax 
case of 1895-and thus made 
possible the invalidation of in- 
come tax act of the Cleveland 
administration. The late Chief 
Justice Hughes said that was 
an -unwarranted reflection on 
Justice Shiras and the author 
of this biography takes pains 
to remove the stigma. The 
Shiras years on the Supreme 
Court were years with other 
highly controversial decisions, 
including the Debs, sugar trust 
and loitery cases. 

This book adds appreciably 
to our information about’ the 
least known of the three 
branches of the Federal Gov- 
ernment.

So Leonard Woolf 
workéd out a plan of selection 
calling for the inclusion of 
every entry referring to his 
wife’s writing, and some pas- 
sages giving “an idea of the 
direct impact upon her mind 
of scenes and persons, i.e. of 
the raw material of her art.” 
But a little of everything 
proved beyond the pruner's 
shears. 

There are bits about rais- 
ing the money for a new Per- 
sian rug, about king ‘and 
housekeeping, about shopping 
and fashions, about motoring 
between a London flat and a 
place in the country, notes on 
health—physical and mental 
—and towards the end, more 
and more about the war. Its 
horror, some of it seen in 
bombed London and more of 
it imagined while watching 
warplanes in the country sky. 
shows through Virginia 
Woolf’s restrained words. How 
much the war had to do with 
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VIRGINIA WOOLF 


her tragic death in 1941 is in- 
dicated by her final entry a 
few qays earlier: 

“Just back from L’s speech 
at Brighton. Like a foreign 
town: the first spring day. 


Women sitting on seats. A 
pretty hat in a tearoom—how 
fashion revives the eye! And 
the shell encrusted old women 
rouged, decked, cadaverous 
at the teashop. The waitress 
in. checked cotton. No: I in- 
tend no introspection. I mark 
Henry James’ sentence: ob- 
serve perpetually. Observe 
the oncome of age. Observe 
greed. Observe my own de- 
spondency. By that means it 
becomes serviceable. Or so I 
hope. I insist upon spending 
this time to the best advan- 
tage. I will go down with my 
colors flying. This I see 
verges on introspection; but 
doesn’t quite fall in. Suppose 
I bought a ticket at the Mu- 
seum; biked in daily and read 
history. Suppose I selected 
one dominant figure in every 
age and wrote round and 
about. Occupation is essen- 
tial. And now with some pleas- 
ure I find that it’s seven; and 
must cook dinner. Haddock 
and sausage meat. I think it 
is true that one gains a cer- 
tain hold on sausage and had- 
dock by writing them down.” 
ao Be 

IRGINIA WOOLF how- 
V ever, was not trying to 

hold on to sausage and 
haddock. Here was an end to 
disciplined descriptions of her 
thoughts and of those around 
her. Here was a debate of the 
soul with itself, a spirit recog- 
nizing the imminence of dis- 
integration, a spirit marshal- 
ling its declining strength 
against that decline. 


It was not sausage and had- * 


dock Virginia Woolf was cling- 
ing to, but her life—her per- 
sonality, her mind, her crea- 
tivity. Reading in the British 
Museum would not keep her 
colors flying. And she knew it. 
Observe, yes, observe. But 
what was there to obsérve? 
The planes coming over night 
after night to make more and 
more of a shambles of London 
-—the London still full of wait- 
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resses and old women such as 
those she had observed..at 
Brighton? Greed? It was grow- 
ing so enormous that it seemed 
to be destroying all beauty— 
almost destroying itself. These 
are gray lines and gray 
thoughts foreshadowing her 
end in the gray Thames. 

* * *t 
LL her years Virginie 
Woolf had been oe 
and had been distréssed 
by much that she observed— 
“the peculiar repulsiveness of 
those who cabble their fingers 
self-approvingly in the stuff of 
others’ souls”—or asking, as 
of Kathcrine Mansfield, “how 


could any woman of humor or 


insight quote such paeans to 
her own genius?” These di- 
aries were part of her artistic 
autobiography, fragmentary 
yet a picture of a writing life, 
if not a full view of the 
writer’s life. 


She recorded the steady if 
mysterious coming together 
of ideas which meant the 
start of another book, the fas- 
cination with its development, 
and then the struggle to fin- 
ish it. There was the half 
anxious, half-impatient wait- 
ing for reviews, and the can- 
did pleasure in praise. 


Sometimes there also was 
mental and physical exheus- 
tion, and recovery “shown 
by the power to make images,” 
suggestive power in every 
sight and word. Her can- 
dor is luminous when speak- 
ing of this power, she writes: 
“Shakespeare must have had 
this to an extent which makes 
my normal state the state of 
a person blind, deaf, dumb, 
stone-stockish and fish-blood- 
ed. And I have it compared 
with poor Mrs. Bartholomew 
almost to the extent that 
Shakespeare has it compared 
with me.”

OMETIMES a desire to 
4 build “screens” -betweén 

herself and others comes 
into conflict with her “ravag- 
ing” desire to write. She 
resists this as a fatal im- 
pulse just as she _ resists 
the “habit of flashy talk.” 
It would be so easy to become 
“a harebrained egotistic wom- 
an, exacting compliments, ar- 
rogant, narrow, withered.” 
There must be “a severe rep- 
rimand of myself to myself.” 
However she may have pushed 
against the restraints of lan- 
guage, Virginia Woolf was 
neither precious, nor a snob, 
nor disillusioned. 

Consider her reaction ~to 
Arnold Bennett’s remark that 
the horror of marriage lies in 
its “dailiness,” that this rubs 
away the acuteness of the re- 
lationship: «+ * 

“The truth is more like this: 
life—say 4 days out of 7—~ 
becomes automatic; but on the 
fifth day a bead of sensation 
(between husband and wife) 
forms which is all the fuller 
and more sentitive because of 
the automatic gustomary une 
conscious days on either side. 
That’ is to say the year is 
marked by moments of great 
intensity. Hardy’s ‘moments of 
vision.’ ” 

Virginia Woolf had many 
moments of vision — vision 
which, in the end, was too 
penetrating to be borne.

Dividend actions this week 
underscored increases, and most 
were taken as an excuse to bid 
up prices. Dividend cuts, on the 
other hand, affected only the 
stocks cdéncerned and then not 
very much in the majority of 
instances. All week there was a 
quigk rush to capitalize on divi- 
dend changes or earnings an- 
nouncements. But stock splits 
got the big attention. Every time 
a stock started to get high 
— the split rumors started. 

rokers published lists of stocks 
that were “candidates for splits.” 

General Electric was the cor-

Directors on Friday proposed 
that G.E. common be split three 
for one.

Is It the Piano 
Or the Gimmicks?

(er DELUGE of indignant letters that descended on 


John Crosby following the publication of a few remarks 

he made about a pianist named Liberace was evidently 
& great surprise to that caustic but amusing writer. He 
was just taking a poke at 
another entertainer, or so 
he thought. His corre- 
spondents, however, im- 
plied that he was the kind 
of man who would draw 
a mustache on the Mona 
Lisa or sprinkle tabasco 
in the baby’s pabulum. 

Evidently Crosby didn’t 
realize that he was laying 
a profane finger on a 
sacred obje~’ He knows 
now; ar“ so does every- 
body else who might as- 
sume that Liberace was 
entitled to no greater im- 
munity than Artur Rubin- 
stein, Horowitz or Casa- 
desus.

called to task occasionally for hitting one hand before 
another. And nobody suggested t*at his detractors should 
be restrained as public nuisances. 

So Liberace must have sanctified himself in ways 
peculiarly his own, It has been suggested that a combination 
of dimpled cheeks, rippling hair, and a speaking voice that 
could be equated with melted honey had something to do 
with*it. These suggestions often came from individuals 
whose hair didn’t ripple even when they had it. Moreover,. 
it seemed unlikely that the girls who clamored for the 
Gable and Bogart type a while back should have suddenly 
transferred their adulation to a Milwaukee Apollo.

@ ANYHOW, despite what happ~ * to Crosby, I 
thought it would be worth while to investigate this 
phenomenon. Accordingly I borrowed a set of “Liberace 
records and also sat in on a television exposure at the 
first opportunity. 

Liberace was quite modest, it seemed to me, during 
his television performance. Unlike many pianists, he didn't 
try to hog the show. On the contrary the piano playing 
was so enfolded in visible and audible accessories—lovers 
sighing in the moonlight, peanut wagons in the foreground, 
handclapping from the orchestra, string obbligati and so on 
that it was difficult to isolate the piano. 

Yet it was possible to form one or two conclusions. 
One was that little Wladziu—that’s his name, ladies, 
Wladziu Valentino Liberace, I saw it on a record cover— 
that little Wladziu must have had a thoroughly conscien- 
tious teacher as a child.

Talk Planes to Safety 


Navy's Ground Control: Approach Unit at Lambert-St. Louis Field 
Has Made 84 Actual Saves, as They Call Rescue Jobs, Since Group 


Was Established Here in 1948—Play-by-Play of Bringing Plane In

AVY AIR CONTROLLER R. 
E, LAUVRICK is just one 
member of a_ closely-knit: 
unit, Known as Ground Control 
Approach, stationed at the Naval 


Air Station at Lambert-St. Louis . 


Field. The nerve center of the 
unit’s activities is a group of 
trucks and trailers out in the 
middle of the field, filled with 
modern electronic devices and 
topped by sensitive radar an- 
tennae, fairly quivering for 
radio signals from planes which 
might be in need of help. 


Lauvrick was the man on duty 
recently when word was re- 
ceived at the control tower that 
a jet plane, apparently lost, was 
trying to get its bearings. The 
control tower contacted Ground 
Control Approach, which is 
called GCA for short. A GCA 
crew jumped into the “jig,” as 
they designate the little truck 
which whizzes them around the 
field, and headed: for the con- 
trol trailer. 


By the time they got there, 
Lauvrick had already made con- 
tact with the jet by means of 
VHF-DF, a new and slightly 
miraculous electronic gadget 
which shows the position of a 
plane right down to a split de- 
gree by the mere pushing of a 
button. 


The jet was this side of 
Springfield, Mo., and seemingly 
trying to fly in all directions. at 
once. Lauvrick gave the plane 
its bearings and then a compass 
reading which, if followed, 
would bring the plane straight 
to Lambert Field. But instead 
the plane continued off course. 


At this point Lauvrick did 
some quick thinking and, as the 
boys put it, “pulled one out of 
the hat.” He quickly deduced 
that something must be wrong 
with the jet’s compass, So he 
asked the pilot if he could see 
the setting ‘sun: The pilot could. 
Lauvrick told him to put the 
sun at seven o'clock position, 
which would be over his left 
shoulder, and keep it there. 

When the piane, a Canadian 
Air Force jet, was within 30 
miles of Lambert Field it was 
picked up on the GCA radar 
scopes and talked right to the 
airport. The jet’s two-man crew, 
when coming down out of the 
clouds, had expected to be near 
North Bay, Ontario. The last 
place they expected to be was 
over the Missouri Ozarks. 

* a. * 

HERE was little doubt that 

the plane was saved and per- 

haps the lives of the crew. 
But to Lauvrick and the rest of 
the GCA unit, it was all in the 
day’s work. In fact, except for 
the smart deduction about the 
compass, they didn’t consider it 
much of a trick because after 
all, once they brought the jet 
within sight of the airport, it 
could take care of itself. 


It is quite a trick, however, 
when a flyer, because of dark- 
ness, fog, iced windshield or 
other hazards, can’t see as far 
as the nose of his plane, It is 
then that the GCA gets a chance 
to show what it can do, and it 
has had occasion to do it many 
times. 

“We can bring a flyer down 
zero-zero, right in the middle of 
the runway,” says Lt. Comdr. H. 
P. Jorda, head of the group, 
“provided he will do exactly as 
we tell him. When we get 
through, all a pilot has to do 
is shut back his power.” 

GCA assumes of course, radio 
contact. But it has even brought 
planes in without that. Follow- 
ers of Buzz Sawyer may have 
been sweating out the situation 
last week when one of Sawyer’s 
buddies was stranded above the 
clouds with his radio on the 
blink. Buzz made GCA contact 
‘and shepherded the other plane 
to a safe landing. Those things 
also happen outside adventure 
strips. 

A Cub plane got lost in the 
clouds not far from Lambert 
Field, Commander Jorda relates, 
and the pilot was afraid to come 
down through the overcast. He 
contacted the control tower and 
the control tower turned it over, 
as they do in such emergencies, 
to GCA. But the Cub’s little 
radio wouldn't tune to the GCA 
frequency. 

The Cub’s pilot was getting a 
little panicky when a Navy flyer 
took to the air. He located the 
Cub and made radio contact. He 
told the pilet to fly 100 feet off 
his left wing. He flew around a 
little, so the pilot could get the 
hang of it, and get his nerves 
settled. Then the GCA unit 
talked the Navy flyer down, with 
the Cub alongside. - 
ed the Navy flyer 100 feet to 
the right of the runway, which 
put the Cub right in the center 
of the runway and safety. 

GCA came into being during

ance to anyone who requires it, 
military or civilian. In a real 
emergency, such as a fire on 
board or engine failure, a civil- 
ian plane would be given priori- 
ty over a military plane. 


“We would like to make St. 
Louis flyers more cognizant of 
GCA and get them to use it. We 
would like to encoufage private 
flyers to come out here on week- 
ends and practice GCA landings, 
so that if they should find them- 
selves in a tough spot, like the 
man in the Cub, they’ll know 
what to do.” 


There are 18 men in the GCA 
unit at the base, and they are 
divided into two crews. The 
crews rotate on duty—24 hours 
on and 24 hours off. No man is 
allowed to live more than 20 
minutes from Lambert Field, so 
he will be available quickly if 
needed. 


Service in GCA is a two-year 
tour of shore duty for the men, 
three years for the officers. 
Menfibers of the unit now at the 
base have seen duty all over the 
world and many of them are 
veterans of two wars. Comdr. 
Jorda himself came here from 
duty with a transport squadron 
in Korea, Japan and Formosa. 

All ground control men attend 
GCA school at Olathe, Kan., 
where they undergo 28 weeks of 
intensive training. 


The men are selected for in- 
telligence, education and their 
adaptability to the work. Adapt- 
ability takes in a lot of things, 
chief among them being a lack 
of excitability. When talking a 
pilot in, the controller must al- 
ways talk in a calm, reassuring 
tone, no matter how tough the 
going may be, or how far the 
pilot may deviate from his in- 
structions. Any panic in his 

@voice might be quickly trans- 
mitted to the pilot, and the re- 
sults could be ‘ disastrous. 
urthermore,. a controller, 
when he has brought the plane 
to within landing radius, which 
is seven miles out, must never 
stop talking for more than five 
seconds. The pilot is informed 
that if he doesn't hear the con- 
troller for more than five sec- 
onds there has been a failure 
somewhere, and he is to pull out 
of the approach and try to con- 
tact the aoe tower.

stick in his fuel tank, they could 
not get even the end of it wet.

HE GCA unit, which is mo- 
T bile, cotsists of three ve- 
hicles, two of which are 
trucks, and one, which houses 
the controls, a trailer. There is 
a second trailer which is a sort 
a perambulating lounge where 
men not on duty can kill time 
and drink ‘coffee. It is hitched 
to the spare parts truck which 
contains enough electronic 
equipment to last 30 days. The 
other truck is the prime mover, 
which not only hauls the control 
unit but contains two diesel en- 
gines to generate power in case 
of a failure on the commercial 
power line. The GCA control 
unit is a long trailer with 
strange looking radar and radio 
antenna sprouting from its top. 
The radar search antenna, a 
slightly concave, basket-like af- 
fair which revolves constantly, 
can pick up waves from as far 
as 30 miles out and 7000 feet 
high. The other antennas, one 
horizontal and the other vertical, 
are for the direction finder and 
they can pick up a plane as far 
as 150 miles away and+ some- 
times farther if conditions are 
good. This was the gadget which 
first picked up the lost jet. 
Comdr. Jorda slipped into fly- 
ing clothes and took off in an 
SNJ to give us a demonstration 
of how the boys could bring him 
in. He wasn’t flying blind, but 
he placed himself absolutely in 
the hands of the controllers and, 
following only their directions, 
let them bring him in. One of 


the purposes of the GCA unit is 


to keep the naval flyers sta- 
tioned here in constant practice, 
and they are required to make 
250 approaches a month to keep 
at top eee They have 
made as high as 72 pg ap- 
proaches in one day, and they

and one or another {fs always in 
contact with the plane. 


Its position is first determined 
by’the direction finder, a fairly 
new instrument, yet so simpli- 
fied that the operator has only 
to press a button. When he does, 
a ribbon of light shoots out on 
the scope, instantaneously re- 
vealing the plane's direction and 
distance from the airport. 


Its position is then picked up 
on a circular scope around which 
a line of light moves rapidly 
like the hand of a clock gone 
haywire. Each time it passes 
the plane’s position, it registers 
a blip of light, thus telling the 
operator how far away it is, and 
whether it is heading toward 
the airport. 

x * * 

OMDR. JORDA, from the 
C diane, radioed that he was 

going to simulate a lost air- 
craft with instrument trouble. 
It was the job of the man at the 
scope to give him the right com- 
pass readings which would head 
him toward the airport. 


“Turn right to two-oh-four 
degrees and maintain an alti- 
tude of 3000 feet,” the control- 
ler said. He talked slowly and 
calmly. “There is an aircraft at 
your two o'clock position... 
turn left ... Your heading 
should now be one-four-zero.... 
Your ,altitude 3000 feet—” and 
so on until he had brought him 
to within seven miles of the end 
of the runway; at which point 
two other controllers took over. 
It was their job to actually land 
the flyer safely. 


These two men sit in front of 
two scopes, one of which shows, 
by light blips, the plane’s direc- 
tion. The other shows its alti- 
tude and rate of descent. Be- 
tween them, if the pilot follows 
their directions, they can bring 
the plane down as if it were on 
a sliding board. 


Comdr. Jorda had finished his 
turns and was seven miles from 
the end of the runway, when the 
final controller picked him up 
and started talking: 


“This is your final controller,” 
the voice went out calmly, 
slowly and reassuringly.” “If you 
do not have the end of the run- 
way in sight at GCA minimum, 
make an emergency pull-up and 
go straight ahead and await fur- 
ther instructions on this fre- 
quency,

Just outside 
the unit we saw Comdr. Jorda’s 
plane taxiing to a stop. 

To see what it was like at the 
other end, we then went up 
with Comdr.

With Clam- 
pet at the controls, we sat in the 
other pilot’s seat, and although 
we weren't flying blind, we 
could very easily capture the 
emotions of a pilot who, unable 
to see even the nose of his 
plane, was being guided through 
dark space at more than a hun- 
dred miles an hour by nothing 
but a voice and the instruments 
on the panel. 


The controllers brought us. 


down on the runway but about 
10 feet to right of center. That 
would be a safe landing in any- 
one’s book, but these boys are 
perfectionists. Lt. Clampet ra- 
dioed that we'd better try it 
again. We went up, and this 
time they brought us. down 
as squarely in the center of the

“A real emergency landing fs 
like a major operation,” Comdr.

HE GCA unit was installed

HE familiar expression, “say 
it with flowers,” has a new 
meaning this spring. In ad- 
dition to suggesting that flowers 


‘represent a popular gift, floral

This may be a posy on 
a hat or on a shoe, the colorful 
blossom print of a dress, a tiny 
sprig of primroses tucked into 
a neckline, or a garland of 
enameled roses circling the 
wrist.

The rose, often regarded as 
the queen of blossoms, is queen 
of the fashion world.

There's a vogue, too, 
for nosegay clusters that range 
from the quaint garden favorites 
to extremely modern arrange- 
ments. 


Every leading designer has 
given indorsément to flower 
prints eithep-¢er,entire costumes 
or for blouses.’ Ih a year when 
the printed fabric has had an 
outstanding revival and “many 
different patterns are being 
used, the floral designs outnum- 
ber all others—even the widely 
acclaimed polka dot. Silks, cot- 
tons, linens and woolens are gay 
and bright with their scattered 
flowering patterns or with a 
multiple-effect of variegated 
hues. Noteworthy among the 
designers using these prints ex- 
tensively is Hattie Carnegie 
whose garden-printed collection 
is outstanding. Her primrose 
prints, nasturtium garland prints 
and Hawaiian lei prints bloom in 
different colorings on white 
backgrounds. Also to emphasize 
her belief that flowers repre- 
sent the height of fashion this 
season she has created some 
unusual flower stickpins to be 
worn with suits.

Instead of 
the all-over flowered hats that 
usually appear at this time of 
year, there is a tendency to use 
only a single rosebud or a flower 
cluster, especially in the design 
of daytime hats, In the creation 


of more elaborate types, the ' 


sheer fabrics such as organza 
and chiffon are used extensively.

5. Education of home owners 
@s to the values of good land- 
scaping, both in conserving their 
land and increasing the resale 
values of the property, estimat- 
ed to be from 10 to 15 per cent, 
while providing better living for 
“the whole family.

ELEGATES to the Conference of 
Inter-American Republics, conven- 
ing at Caracas, Venezuela, tomor- 

row, will find themselves in a city 
which is in the midst of a rapidly de- 
veloping public works program. Like 
so many Latin American nations, Ven- 
ezuela has had its political ups and 
downs and presently is governed by 
an administration which achieved of- 
fice by something less than the United 
States interpretation of democratic 
elections. However, the public works 
program has been pushed by the pres- 
ent administration. It is being paid for 
out of oil revenues. Two outstanding 
projects are the now-completed 10- 
mile superhighway from the seaport 

Guaira to Caracas, the capital: 
and the $300,000,000 Bolivar Center 
in the latter city. 

The conference meetings will be 
held in the recently completed admin- 
istration buildings of University City, 
a new suburb of Caracas. 

Bolivar Center is comparable in 
scope to New York’s Rockefeller Cen- 
ter. In the heart of Caracas, it will in- 
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clude 24 modern apartment structures, 
office buildings and hotels lining both 
sides of a broad one-mile avenue. 

Its central point is an elevated 
open plaza for civic functions and pub 
lic use. A series of underground levels, 
some of them three stories deep, in- 
clude a bus d and ® pvacgp- space 
for 800 automobiles ese and sev- 
eral ae are already in use. 

The for traffic relief, as in so 
many American cities, was a major 
factor in development of the center. 
As part of the Greater Caracas Regu- 
lating Plan, nine streets running into 
the center will be widened. Two ex- 
pressways forming a belt around the 
city are contemplated. 

The four-lane, divided and illumi- 
nated superhighway was cut through 
mountains and built over deep ravines 
to reach Caracas, situated inland at 
a 3000-foot elevation. Constructed in 
three years at a cost of $71,400,000 
and opened last December, the “au- 
topista” reduced to 15 minutes the 
driving time of an hour or more it 
took on the old road from the seaport. 


Acoustical discs, hanging from ceiling in main auditorium like modern art mo- 
biles, are used to deflect a speaker's voice to all parts of the room.

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Ernest Hemingway’s last words 
before the plane crashed... 


‘Sit tight... 
Miss Mary! 


AFTER A HARROWING week end, the Hemingways—Mary, left, and 
Ernest, center, and Bush Pilot Roy Marsh relax around a table.

HE HEMINGWaAYsS showed me 
that they can take it. They're 
rugged, with plenty of guts. 
I couldn't have wished for 
better comrades in a spot like that.” 

The man who said that should know. 
For more than 48 hours, African Bush 
Pilot Roy Marsh, world-famous novel- 
ist Ernest Hemingway and Mrs. Hem- 
ingway were lost in the East African 
wilds. 

And, in an exclusive PARADE. in- 
terview, Marsh said of the man who 
has so often written about courage: 

“Hemingway's a man absolutely with- 
out fear.” 

After two plane crashes and a night 
within stampeding distance of an ele- 
phant herd, Hemingway was still as 
cool as one of his fictional heroes. 

As the jungle night closed in, he 
sang. When elephants_ trumpeted, he 
trumpeted back. And through the whole 
ordeaf, he kept up a running barrage of 
banter and jokes. 

The Hemingways had been phvoto- 
graphing crocodiles along the remote 
Murchison Falls when the trouble 
began. 


A Flock of Birds 


IRST, THE plane plowed into a flock 

of tropical birds. Then, in trying 

to avoid the birds, Pilot: Marsh 
clipped an unused telephone wire. 

The landing gear was chewed up and 
a pancake landing was inevitable. 

“Hemingway was sitting just behind 
me,” Marsh recalled, “when I told him 
we would have to set her down. 

“He just turned to his wife and said, 
“Well, Miss Mary, (that’s what he calls 
her) I guess we'd better sit tight.’ 

“She was just as cool as he was. All 
she said was, ‘Okay, Poppa.’ 

“I put the plane down in a clump of 
bushes along the river bank. 

“The first thing we went for, after 


untangling our personal gear, was a 
drink —— for medicinal purposes, we 
needed it.” 

That was at 2 p.m. Five hours later, 
the party was camped on a cliff above 
the river, safe from crocodiles but un- 
able to reach the outside world. 

Hemingway's hunting knife was their 
only weapon against the African bush. 

He built a roaring fire while Marsh 
collected what could be salvaged. 

“When I came back,” he said, “Hem- 
ingway was standing with hands on 
hips, making what he calls ‘wild dog 
calls.” It was scary, and it must have 
scared the elephants, too. Anyway, they 
didn’t comie any closer, even though 
they trumpeted back. It was real Tarzan 
stuff.” 


Slept on Elephant Grass 


ATING TINNED beef and swapping 
E; yarns, the two sat beside the 
fire all night. Mrs. Hemingway 

slept in a bed of elephant grass. 

“We made animal calls. And we sang 
everything we could think of. “That 
man certainly knows some songs—and 
in about five different lancuages.” 

When the songs ran out, Hemingway 
kept Marsh laughing with stories. 

They even shadow-boxed to keep 
their circulation going. 

With the first streaks of dawn, Marsh 
set off for the river again and found a 
launch, which took them to a nearby 
settlement. 

There they boarded another plane 
which was to fly them back: to their 
base. But the plane ground-looped and 
caught fire. 

“Just before the plane blew up,” 
Marsh said, “Mary and I crawled out a 
window, but Hemingway was too big. 

“So he knocked a hole in the fuselage 
with his head. 

“Later, someone said luck must have 
been on his shoulder all week end. That 
wasn’t luck. That was nerve.”

From a Broken Home 


S HER new relatives have already discovered, 
Ay there's an ever-widening gulf between Marilyn 
and her movie build-up. 

It isn’t true that Marilyn is just a pin-up girl—even 
though her anatomical charms have been highlighted 
on four million pin-up pictures throughout the world. 

At 27, Marilyn is actually as simple as a new 
theory by Einstein. 

She’s a complex, moody, shy, insecure young 
woman, bedeviled by a cruel and loveless past. 

Born in Los Angeles, she was made a ward of the 
Juvenile Court after her father walked out and her 
mother was confined to a state hospital. 

For a while she lived in a Los Angeles orphanage 
and later in foster homes. 

The first time | interviewed her, in 1949, (John 
Huston had given her a small part in “The Asphalt 
Jungle”) she was understandably ashamed of her 


:- 


parentless youth. But unlike many other actresses, 
she refused to conjure up a phony autobiography. 

“| had a very unhappy childhood.” she told me 
politely. “Id rather not talk about it. 

“| was married when I was 16 to a man named 
Doherty but it just didn’t work.” 

| asked her about Johnny Hyde, a William Morris 
talent agent who was twice her age. 

“Johnny's been very good to me.” she admitted, 
“and | love him but not in a romantic way. He's been 
a combination father and teacher.” 


Her Teacher’s Advice : 


LTHOUGH Hyde was anxious to marry Marilyn 
A (who then had nothing) and he offered wealth, 
prestige and security, she diplomatically side- 
stepped his proposals. When Hyde died, Norma Jeane 
Mortenson (Marilyn's name at birth) lost a good 
fnend. 

With Natasha Lytess, Marilyn studied until the late 
hours of night. Natasha introduced her to the worlds 
of art and literature. 

“Your physical characteristics have made you a 
personality,’’ Natasha would tell her. “But your 
mind will make you an actress.” 
lt is practically impossible to find anyone in Holly- 

wood who has a bad word to say about Marilyn. 

A few may cemment acidly on the calendar art 
she posed for, but Marilyn said honestly: 

“| was hungry, broke and | needed rent money.” 

it was her straight-forwardness that first attracted 
Joe DiMaggio. : 

They met on a blind date in June, 1952. They were 
introduced by David March, a Hollywood agent. 

“T was hanging around the Villa Nova (a restaurant 


on Sunset Boulevard) when Joe came along,” recalls 
March. “He asked what I was doing and I said I was 
trying to get Marilyn Monroe for a client.

The Nursing Home Shame Is.. . 


Sad, but not 


There’s some effort to catch up with needs — 


PRES. EISENHOWER aroused the nation to 
the shortage of nursing homes in a speech 
last month. PARADE investigated, found that 
many old folks suffer serious abuses. This 
is the third of a series. 


N Los ANGELES last fall, fire broke out 
in a small dwelling that housed several 
aged men. One of them, 73 years old, 
burned to death. 

When authorities investigated, they found 
this nursing home was operating illegally. It 
had _ no license. 

A health department investigation of an- 
other nursing home nearby disclosed: “In the 
southeast room of the first floor, three aged 
persons were locked from the hallway side. 


“There was no other exit from the room.” 

That report tells one side of the nursing 
home picture. For two months, we carried 
on a firsthand investigation of nursing homes 
in the U.S. We found out that all too often 
they failed to meet even the most basic. needs 
of old people. 

But there ate other sides to the picture. 
In Los Angeles, Chicago, Cleveland, Boston 
and other cities there are dramatic contrasts 
to that firetrap just described. 
>» In some homes, we found not only good 
care and conscientious personnel, but also a 
genuine effort to keep old people happy, com- 
fortable and to rehabilitate them whenever 
possible.

After visiting dozens of nursing homes and talking to 

dozens of authorities, these facts emerge: 
_ You cannot point to any Community and say it has 
“solved” its problem of caring for and housing the aged. 
You must talk in terms of “attempts” to meet the problem 
attempts to catch up on the backlog of need. 

Social agencies, state and local officials, two national 
nursing home operators’ associations and others are work- 
ing to whittle down that backlog. In some places, their 

—~efforts-appear to-have moreatiect than’ others. 

In Massachusetts, for example, some state officials feel 
they are attacking the problem and improving the overall 
picture of care for the aged. But, again, everything isn’t 
‘peaches and cream in the Massachusetts picture. 

A recent study there provides evidence that 77 per cent 
of the homes had adequate dietary service. However, 23 
per cent didn't. 
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The Problems 


HE sTuDY also revealed that only 57 per cent of the 
homes had adequate physical plants. 

Even so, Dr. A. D. Rubenstein, director of the Massachu- 
setts division of hospitals, says: “Compared to many other 
places-in the country, we’re over the hump.” 

Licensing of nursing homes (a practice in most states) 
has been carried out in Massachusetts for several years. 

Enforcement of licensing provisions—especially for good 
care, feeding and drug control—have improved the Massa- 
chusetts picture markedly, according to Dr. Rubenstein. 

But there are still headaches. Massachusetts has its back- 
log of need, too. One of its toughest problems involves 
round-the-clock “coverage.” Continued on page 14.

How you can 


judge a nursing 


home for yourself 


ACH HOME should have trained personnel 
on duty 24 hours a day. Investigation 
shows that. some don’t. 

Doctors are not consulted often 
enough. Too frequently, someone on a nursing 
home staff will “diagnose” the old person’s ail- 
ment and administer “pills, without calling. a 
doctor. i 

Too often, people who have had strokes are 
taken to nursing homes before being adequately 
treated and rehabilitated in a hospital. Placing 
such people in a nursing home prematurely may 
lessen the chances of maximum recovery. 

In some homes,- themselves, medical records 
are not well kept. These are vital if the patient 
is to be treatéd intelligently. 

More state inspectors are needed to go right 
into homes and make sure that licensing regu- 
lations are being-adhered to. 

Those are some of the outstanding problems 
still faced by Massachusetts, in addition to in- 
adequate buildings and some diet shortcomings. 

That thumbnail sketch of the Massachusetts 
nursing home story shows improvement on one 
hand, and unmet needs on the other. You get 
the same picture in many states, Minnesota, 
Michigan, Cofinecticut, Maryland, Kansas, 
Washington and others. 
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How Can You Tell? 


N SOME homes, we found evidence that ment- 
| ally-sick cases and alcoholics actually were 
housed right in with aged people. In a few 
homes, there was evidence that mentally-dis- 
turbed people served on the staff, and were 
charged with caring for old folks. 

And in other homes, we found the exact op- 
posite, warm friendliness that could spell only 
happiness for the old people. 

How then, can an outsider tell whether he’s 
waiking into a living hell, or well-run nursing 
home? How can he tell the difference, if, say 
his father or mother needs to be placed in such 
a home? 

From our own observation, there are many 
things to look for. They include: 

1 —A nursing home is, after all, a place where 
people are going to liye. perhaps for months, 


ooo 


perhaps for years. In walking into a home, you 
should observe its general appearance, structure. 
atmosphere, and “feeling.” Is it a firetrap with 
tiny rooms and narrow stairways, or is it built 
to allow some “breathing” space for the old 
folks? Of course, a primary consideration is 
cleanliness. Unpleasant odors indicate that the 
cleanliness standards aren't what they should be 

2—What are the personnel like? Does the 
home have registered nurses? Is there round- 
the-clock service for old folks in the home? I! 
there isn't, be wary. 
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IN CALIFORNIA: “Woman sews to 
keep busy. That's important (see story). . 


3-—The kitchen is important. What does it 
look like? Who prepares the meals? A dietician? 
You should get the answers to those questions. 
Many old people need special food, but some 
nursing homes don’t have qualified personnel 
to prepare it..Find out what a typical meal in 
the home consists of. Better yet, visit a home 
at dinner time and see for yourself. 

4—Find out what folks in the home do for 
diversion. Within their capabilities, many old 
people crave an interest, something to do, some- 
thing to keep them occupied. 

Sometimes that may consist only of sewing, 
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Massachusetts Dept. of Health 


or watching a TV set. It is important to find out if a nursing 
home offers only “sitting or lying” space, or if it offers a pro- 
gram: for the old folks to pursue interests, however limited they 
may be. 

§—Ask about rehabilitation. Does the home offer any re- 
habilitation service? What is the attitude of the operator and 
staff personnel on the subject of rehabilitation? If you find 
that they do not “believe” in it, be wary of that home. No 
rehabilitation service can indicate a short-sighted philosophy 
about general care of the aged. 

@—Find out if the home has a doctor on call, or other ar- 
rangement with one or more doctors. Go to the doctors, ask 
what they think of a particular home. Is the home located near 
a hospital or other medical facility? Often, it is necessary to 
take a person out of a nursing home and place him in a hospital 
on short notice. That is another important factor to consider. 

7-—Find out what treatment consists of in the nursing home 
when the doctor is not there. 


Find Out 


9ES-THE home have a physiotherapy unit? Do the home 

POR pecconne: make an effort to correct handicaps and de- 

fects among patients? Or is it the kind-of home in which 

the old folks just sit and staff members say, “There's nothing we 
can do because they're so old?” 

@-Occupational therapy in many homes has proved that it 
camiheip old folks adjust to the new environment and raise 
theissmorale. Homes which offer occupational therapy pro- 
grams;‘with competent people running them, are a big step 
ahead of those that have no such programs. 

Q—How many people are there in each room? That's an 
important question to ask. If there are eight or nine, ask to see 
the room. At times, you will find it is so crowded that nurses 
and attendants can hardly walk between the beds. 

1Q@—Seek the advice of social agencies in your community. 
Usually, these agencies have a “line” on just about every 
nursing home in the community. They can tell you what they 
feel are the merits of particular homes. 

These are important considerations in evaluating any nurs- 
ing home. However, the elaborate, expensive home with all 


sorts of fancy facilities may not be a happy home. But the small, ~ 


limited home, may be doing a wonderful job. Often, it’s a 
case of the sensitivity and attitudes of the people who operate 
the home and work in it. And you have to dig to find out 
what those attitudes are.

S A YOUNG girl, Daphne Barclay 
loved square dancing and 
hated multiplication tables. 

So when Daphne grew up 
to be a school teacher, she 
was naturally sympathetic to children 
who hated to memorize such things as 
“two times three is six.” 

So Mrs. ‘Barclay, who teaches the 
fourth, fifth and sixth grades, tried us- 
ing tables that rhymed, like “six times 
eight is forty-eight.” 

As she tapped the tuythen on her 
desk, she realized it was familiar. 

Then it suddenly struck her—it was 
the old square dance rhythm she had 
danced to on Saturday nights. 3 
. That’s how Fletcher School's “Multi- 
plication Table Square Dance” was 
born. 

The students eat it up. 

And Mrs. Barclay’s brain child 
might help other harried teachers make 
an often boring subject interesting. 

Dancing-through-arithmetic now has

Here’s the untold story of a heroic sergeant who died to save a young rookie 


WHAT MAKES a man give up his own life to 
save another? 

Millions of Americans wondered about this 
when they read the story of heroic Sergeant 
Leonard P. Moran, 22. 

Sgt. Moran, who had already saved a buddy 
in the Korean war, was killed at Fr. Dix, N. J. 
He shielded a rookie from a grenade’s blast with 
his own body. 

Here's how Sgt. Moran's family and friends 
answered the question.

BOSTON, Mass. 
66 EOPLE WONDER what made my boy sacrifice 
his life,” said the gray-haired woman who 
came into the parlor of the Moran home at 
119 Marine Road. — 

She studied the framed picture of a soldier on top 
of the upright piano that stands in the corner. 

The day before, she had stood in the snow at New 
Calvary Cemetery, in a howling blizzard, as South 
Boston said goodby to its Lennie Moran. Army com- 
rades, neighbors, boyhood friends and sailors from 
the Boston Naval Base stood beside her as the wind 
lashed the red, white and blue flag. Eight rifles 
cracked three times over the open grave. A bugle lone- 
somely trailed the notes of “Taps” above the storm. 

“I guess,” said Lennie’s mother, “you'd have to 
have known Lennie to really understand.”

The soldier who died at Ft. Dix was born 23 years 
ago next June on City Point, the stony tip of South 
Boston where it juts like a jawbone into the Bay. 

His father was—and still is—a fisherman aboard one 
of the tough little trawlers of Boston’s Grand Banks 
fishing fleet. 

Lennie was the second of seven Moran children, 
three of them now dead. The living: Jim, 25, Billy, 21, 
Mary, 18, and Annabelle, 15. 

South Boston first remembers Lennie as a light- 
haired, blue-eyed, freckle-faced kid who skylarked 
through the Sth grade at St. Bridget’s School. The 
pictures in the family album show him looking rough- 
and-ready in his school clothes and slightly angelic in 
his white First Communion clothes. . 

Later, when he switched to the Oliver Hazard Perry 
School and South Boston High, he became the kind 
of kid found in all neighborhoods—a little faster than 
the other kids at baseball, hockey, basketball or just 
plain scuffling. At about nine, he was one of the stars 


of the L Street Tigers hockey team, playing against 
kids older than himself. 

WHEN DID THE INSTINCT TO PROTECT OTHERS 
START? 

Johnny Norton, 23, whose life Lennie later saved 
in Korea, thinks he always had it. 

“We younger kids were all about the same size,” 
he remembers, “but Lennie could take better care of 
himself. He learned how to box at the Oliver James 
Neighborhood Club and whenever any bigger kids 
picked on us, Lennie’d go out and fight them.” 

“I remember once,” says Mrs. Moran, “when some 
bigger boys roughed up Lennie’s cousin Ed (now in 
the Army in Germany). Lennie trimmed them all.” 

DID RELIGION PLAY A PART? 

“Maybe,” says Johnny Norton. “Lennie was a de- 
vout Catholic. When we used to live next door to each 
other here on K Street, we'd go to 8 o'clock Mass 
together and then to Sunday School. But Lennie wasn't 
the real pious kind. One of the other kids, Paulie 
Hayes, went away to be a Jesuit priest.” 

WAS IT FOR SOME PERSONAL REASON? 

“It could be,” says Billy Moran. “When Lennie was 
in service at Baltimore, in 1949, our brother Bobby 
was killed. Lennie took it very hard. He couldn't stand 
seeing anybody get hurt.”

A few days before Christmas, 1948, Lennie enlisted 
in the Army for three years. Johnny Norton followed 
him by enlisting a week later. 

WAS if SUPER-PATRIOTISM? 

Johnny Norton doesn’t think so. “Lennie was one 
of the first in the neighborhood to join up,” he says, 
“but he didn’t talk much about it.” When they were 
at Ft. Banks, Ft. Dix, Ft. Mead and Edgewood Ar- 
senal together, Lennie was a typical. rookie—but as 
usual better able to take care of himself than others. 
He was on all the camp boxing teams and in March, 
1950, he won by a knockout in the Amateur Athletic 
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Union Boxing Tournament in Baltimore. The next 
night, he went back and won by a TKO. ; 

“He wouldn't let any of the rest of us fight each 
other,” says Johnny Norton. “Once, a friend of mine 
from Texas and myself were squaring off for a fist 
fight. Lennie said to stop or he'd lick both of us.” 

WAS IT AN INBORN FEELING FOR OTHERS? 

Maybe. The Korean War started in June, 1950. 
Either because he loved a scrap or because he always 
sided with the underdog, Lennie was impatient to go 
over. He and Johnny shipped out with Co. C of the 
2nd Chemical Mortar Battalion and arrived in Korea 
on October 8th. 

They were thrown into the northward drive to the 
Yalu River and were caught in the bitter, frost-bitten 
retreat from the Chosen Reservoir. 

“Two days after Thanksgiving,” says Johnny, “we 

were going down a road from a Korean village when 
an enemy machine gun let bo. The first thing I knew, 
Lennie had clouted me into the ditch. Then he threw 
himself on top of me to shield me with his body, as 
the bullets ripped overhead. Otherwise, I'd be dead, 
for sure!” 
_ “Lennie,” he says, “seemed to think he had a special 
kind of duty. He volunteered for all the dirty jobs. 
Once, when my feet were blistered and I was due to 
relieve an outpost, he went instead. He stayed up there 
in the cold for two days.” 

WHAT DID HE WRITE HOME ABOUT? 

“The Koreans,” says Mrs. Moran. “He was always 
saying, ‘Ma, it would make your blood boil to see how 
these people are kicked around, and in their own coun- 
try!’ The boys of Company C adopted a Korean or- 
phan they named ‘Mickey’ and he wanted to bring 
him home to show him how life is over here.” 

After refusing rotation until Johnny Norton could 
come with him, Lennie got back in October, 1951. 
After a 30-day leave, his enlistment was up but he re- 
enlisted for 6 years—in the infantry. Why? “Because,” 
says Johnny, “he claimed the infantry did the real 
work.” He went over with the 2nd Division in 1952. 

in the infantry, he learned all about grenades. He 
learned you can't run away from them. You try to kick 
them away if you have time. If not, you drop flat and 

pray. Or you try to muffle them to save others. 

WAS HE OVER-SURE OF HIMSELF AS A SOLDIER? 

“No,” says his father. “He came home last June 
after a total of 36 months overseas. He had plenty of 
ribbons (including a Purple Heart for a shrapnel- 
scarred hand) but Lennie never bragged at all.” 

He had three battle stars, and other ribbons. 

HAD WAR MADE HIM SUDDENLY OLDER OR TIRED 
OF LIFE? 

“We had a surprise party for his twenty-second 
birthday a few days after he got back,” says Anna- 
belle. “All the kids in the neighborhood were there 
and Lennie was the biggest kid of them all!” 

At Ft. Dix, where he was assigned to a unit of the 


60th Infantry Regiment cadre to teach rookies to fight, 
he came close to being the skylarking Lennie that 
South Boston had known. 

“He liked to celebrate on Saturday nights,” says 
Sgt. Gerald Higgins, of Rochester, N.Y., who took his 
body home. “Often, we others would be broke and 
would pretend to be sick so nobody would know it. 
Lennie used to come into the room and throw us out 
of bed, yelling, ‘Come on, Goldbricks! It’s on me!” 

On his weekends home, he used to take the crowd to 
Dorgan’s-by-the-Sea for get togethers. He usually in- 
sisted on paying the whole check. 

DID HE HAVE ANY STEADY GIRL? 

“No,” say Bill Isaacson and George Menslage, who 
knew him back in high school. “Nothing serious.” 
“He used to say I was his only steady girl,” says his 
sister Mary, who was married recently. “He used to 
take me to the movies.” “He used to go out with a 
WAC at Ft. Dix,” says Sgt. Higgins. “He liked her.” 

“Lennie didn’t want to be tied down,” they all 
agree. His only love was the Army. Last October, he 
started getting restless. He had 18 months of Stateside 
duty coming to him, but he applied for overseas. “He 
expected trouble in Germany or Japan,” says his 
mother, “and he wanted to be there on time.” 

DID HE HAVE ANY PREMONITION OF DEATH? 

“He used to kid about it,” says his brother-in-law, 
Nelson J. Schallmo, Engineman Ist Class of the de- 
stroyer U.S.S. Peterson. “His older brother, Jim, had 
been an Army cook in Worid War II and Lennie liked

to tease him. He'd come in the house groaning, ‘Ma, 
I'm sure going to die this time. The Army cook poi- 
soned me.’ He was as healthy as anybody eould be.” 

This past Christmas, his first at home in four years, 
he was getting ready to go overseas. He had heard that 
he could wear civilian clothes off duty and bought 
himself a new suit, hat and coat. The family gave him 
cuff links, tie pins and other accessories. “He had a 
fine time,” says Mrs. Moran, “but he left on Sunday, 
a day early, to go back to Ft. Dix.” 

On Thursday, January 7, Sgt. Higgins was in the 
next grenade pit to him teaching another rookie. “I 
heard the explosion and Lennie screamed,” he says. 
“He was lying between the crater and the rookie.” 


‘*. .. it was like him’’ 


RS. MORAN got the news that afternoon, when she 
returned from shopping with Mary. She col- 
lapsed. Annabelle, coming home from school, 

fainted three times. Jim, rushing down the street, met 
Billy coming home from work. Jim had to hold his 
brother tight. Mr. Moran heard it, via radiophone, 
aboard the trawler “Bonnie” in the Atlantic 110 miles 
off Halifax. “We couldn't believe it was Lennie,” they 
all say, “but we knew it was like him.” 

“Maybe,” says Mrs. Moran in a letter to PARADE, 
“mothers of other young soldiers will not worry about 
their sons. Instructors like Lennie will be there to keep 
them safe—even if it means their own lives.” 
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LENNIE’S brother Billy, sister Annabelle, mother, Gerald Higgins, of Ft. Dix, told them how Lennie died.

He was always home by a quarter of six—

HEN MY husband and I were in 
Honolulu with a team of major 
league all-stars 20 years ago, a 
group of children swarmed

They babbled his name in their native 
language, and Babe stooped down to pick * 
several of them up. He asked who they 
were. 

“Children from the leper colony,” he 
was told. 

The Babe never shied for a minute. He 
played with those kids just as if they were 
"Bronx youngsters mobbing him outside 
Yankee Stadium. And they loved him. 

That was Babe Ruth. To him, kids were 
kids. They all deserved warm-hearted 

» kindness and attention. 

I remember Babe used to wear his uni- 
form home after games. I think he did it 
so the kids could see him.

Of course, he traveled 300,000 miles 
to promote American Legion baseball, 
until just before he entered the hospital 
for the last time. 

The Babe loved golf. Once he made a 
hole-in-one. It gave him more of a kick 
than any of his homers. 

When Babe died, he left his favorite 
set of golf clubs to my cousin, Johnny 
Mize, the ex-Yankee first baseman. 

Another of the Babe’s pet pastimes was 
ice fishing. I went with him everywhere, 
including most baseball trips, but ice fish- 
ing was too cold a sport for me. 

Of course, all sports were thrown aside 
when Babe was with the children—our 
adopted daughter, Dorothy, and my own 
daughter, Julia, whom Babe also adopted. 

He would have been the proudest man 


* in the world had he lived to see his grand- 


children. 

But you didn’t have to be young to ap- 
preciate the Babe. You didn’t even have 
to understand the English language. 

When we reached Tokyo on a world 
tour, 5,000,000 people turned out to see 
Babe and the other ballplayers. 

The team played 11 games in Japan. 
My husband won three of the four trophies 
—for the most homers, the most hits in 
one game and the longest hit.
